The company was registered in 
1899 to take over the business of Mor- 
ton, Chaplin & Co., (formerly Morton, 
Rose & Co.) 
Its authorized oapittJ is 
$1,750,000. 


The firm is an old established one with 
high reputation 
and 
excellent family 
connections. 
It conducted general and 
private banking and a compaliy for pro- 
moting business. 
The directors include 
Ernest Chaplin. G. Grinnel Milne and R. 
W. Skipwitn. 
The imsecured liabilities, 
it ia supposed, amount to $5,000,000. 


Too Much Grand Trunk. 


The failure Is believed to be the result 
of large operations in Grand Trunk by 
Arthur Morton Grenfell, who was for- 
merly a member of the firm and whose 
dealings recently have been the subject 
of much gossip. 
It is said several Can- 
adian and other companies, where he is 
interested 
are 
involved. 
Earl 
Grey, 
whose daughter was Grenfell's first wife, 
is reported among the heavy losers. 


Powerful banking and other interests 
have l>eon woriving for some weeks to

The city street and sewer de- 
partment >ad undertaken to make tiie 
big excavation and repair the breach 
that is believed to be in the sewer walls, 
but after getting down twenty-one of 
the forty feet it will be necessary to 
excavate, it was realized that the city 
was not equipped to do the work with 
necessary dispatch or with property se- 
decided to let out the ob and the Moel- 
the large number of men employed on 
the work from the city force are needed 
for other work. 
Thereupon the board, 
with Mayor' Hosey strongly approving, 
decided to let out the ob and the Moel- 
lering company will put a force of men 
to work Monday. 


A big job confronts the city after the 
repairs in the masonry have been com- 
pleted. 
The interceptng sewer is badly 
clogged at several points, more*'seriously 
near its head, where the South Wayne 
sewer has washed in large quantities ot 
sand and gravel. Just what method will 
be resorted to for the clearing of the 
sewer is not yet clear. 
That it must be 
cleaned admits of no question. 
Sewage 
that should go through the interceptor 
is going into the St. Mary's river in the 
west end of the city and with hot weath- 
er and low water at hand an intolerable 
condition of the river is imminent. 


Mayor Hosey stated the belief that 
some method of 
employing 
powerfT^il 
hydraulic force to clear the interceptor 
was doubtless the best solution of the 
problem. 
He believes a pump that will 
take water from the rivers can be pro- 
cui'ed. 
The 
mayor also 
says that 
a 
means of ventilating the interceptor and 
other big sewers should be found in or- 
der to make them safe for men to work 
in when necessary as well as to reduce 
to the minimum the danger from gas 
explosions in their interiors and to pre- 
vent the heavy discharge of noxious va- 
pors. 
Ventilating shafts with electrical- 
ly propelled fans he believes would es- 
tablish and maintain the circulation of 
air in the large drains. 


CONTRACT NOT COMPLETE. 


Interurban Waited on in Calhoun Street 
Paving Matter. 


In order to give the receiver of the 
Fort Wayne and Springfield Interurbaa 
company

whether or not it wants to pave between 
and alongside its rails with, brick block 
instead of with

bituminous 
concrete, the contract with the Grace 
Construction company for the paving of 
Calhoun street from Rudisill boulevard 
to McKiniiie avenue has not been en- 
tirely corripleted by the board of works.

Londonderry money drilled the Ulster

Senator R e e d , of Missouri, took occasion F x i d a y in

He is present in ''good" times and in ''hard" times, and, 
after all, he is a rather iateresting psychological study. 


Nothing is ever quite right from the position of the 
calamity howler. His vision is permanently enshrouded 
by gloom so dark that no ray of sunlight is ever able to 
penetrate it. Nothing even remotely resembling the rain- 
bow of promise has ever come within the circuit of his 
gaze. He is without hope. He is a malignant mixture of 
woe and disaster, of suspicion and distrusi>—the advance 
agent of gloom and despair and the prophet of evil days. 
He revels in the joy of heralding disaster, and nothing so 
delights him as to be able to deduce from passing condi- 
tions justification for his omens of evil. He is a most un- 
pleasant individual, and a persistent one. You cannot es- 
cape biTYi and you cannot halt him. 


He invades all walks of human existence—^private, 
business and political, but his favorite field of operation is 
to be found in the latter two divisions of endeavor. He is 
the tireless sower of discontent, and is to optimism an ut- 
ter stranger. He awakens distrust, questions motives and 
intensifies depression. He rails at this and at that. He 
never aids, but always retards, and his embittered soul 
thrives on the woes of the body politic.

AS TO DEATH WARRANTS. 


(Iiidianapolis Xews.) 


Senator Vardaman, of IMississippi, sees 
a long train of woe following the pass- 
age of the bill repealing the toll exemp- 
tion clause of the canal bill. 
When the 
president signs it he will, we are told, 
sign his own political death 
warrant, 
and the death warrant of the "'moral al- 
liance which has so happily united the 
two divisions of 
the 
English-speaking 
peoples for the last forty years"—a re- 
sult which would, of course, be greatly 
approved by the men who allow their 
political action to be controlled by their 
hatred of England. 
Many 
of 
these 
would today flop over to the president's 
side if they believed that repeal would 
have the effect predicted by Vardaman. 
The Mississippi senator said further that 
the enactment of the bill would drive 
the democratic party from power for 
years to come. 


It is indeed a mournful outlook. 
Yet 
it may be that there is some cheer in the 
situation which the orator of yesterday 
overlooked. 
The trouble seems to be 
that the repeal policy is in violation of 
the Baltimore platform. 
And it is true 
that that platform does contain a toll 
exemption plank. 
Our party chiefs will 
have to be much more careful in making 
platforms than they ever have been if 
these 
pronouncements are 
to 
control 
president and congress in every detail 
of 
legislation. 
It is preposterous 
to 
argue that a great nation should hold 
itself bound to violate a treaty merely 
because a political convention foolishly 
and without consideration 
declares in 
favor of such a policy. 
And it is all 
the more preposterous when the policy 
is one that conflicts with a fundamental 
principle of the party; a principle that 
in this case is set forth in another plank 
of the same platform. 
We refer, of 
course, to the declaration against a ship 
subsidy. 
If 
the 
Mississippi 
senator 
choses to uphold the democratic faith 
by voting for toll exemption and a ship 
subsidy, that is his right. But the presi- 
dent and those who are acting with him 
are the sounder democrats. 
The coun- 
try understands this. 
If there must be 
a choice between a policy—such as toll 
exemption—and a principle—such as op- 
position to subsidy—genuine democrats 
will stand by the principle.

Through House in Sweep- 
ing Fashion, 


PROGRESSIVES 
J O I N 


Washington, Jime 6.—The three bills 
which 
comprise 
the 
administration's 
anti-trust program today awaited 
the 
action of the senate. 
These three meas- 
ures are the Covington interstate trade 
commission bill, the Clayton 
omnibus 
anti-trust bill and the Rayburn railroad 
capitalization 
bill. 
It 
was 
expected 
that the senate would today refer the 
measures for committee action. 


The senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee was expected to vote today on 
a pending motion by Senator Pomerene. 
This motion is that the committee re- 
port immediately the trade commission 
bill and that all other phases of pro- 
posed trust, legislation be postponed for 
further action of the committee. 
Sen- 
ator Pomerene explained that his mo-, 
tion does not mean a curtailment of 
the anti-trust program, but is designed 
to bring before the senate for early con- 
sideration the only piece of legislation 
on which the committee has agreed. 


Democratic leaders in the house were 
jubilant today over the passage of the 
anti-trust bills. 


Opposition Melted Away. 


Opposition 
melted 
away 
when 
the 
final 
test 
came and the voting 
went 
through quickly and without 
incident. 
The Covington interstate trade commis- 
sion bill was passed without a record 
vote; the Clayton 
omnibus 
anti-trust 
measure received 275 vote to 54 against 
it and the vote on the Rayburn railroad 
capitalization bill was 325 to 12. 


Representative 
White, of Ohio, was 
the only democrat to vote against the 
Clayton bill, and all the 
progressives 
voted 
for 
it 
except 
Representative 
Chandler, of 
New 
York. 
Forty-three 
republicans 
and 
sixteen 
progressives 
joined the majority in supporting the 
measures.

The 
Clayton 
bill 
carries 
provisions 
designed to strengthen and support the 
Sherman law 
and other 
acts 
against 
monopolies and restraints of trade. 
The 
bill contains: 


Prohibitions against price discrimina- 
tion or arbitrary refusal to sell iiatural 
mineral products, and against the en- 
forcement of conditional leases or con- 
tracts of sale under which lessiees or 
purchasers agree not to deal in the pro- 
ducts of competitors of the seller 
or 
lessor; a provision that decrees in suits 
brought by the government under 
the 
anti-trust law shall be final evidence in 
suits brought against the defendant by 
others, involving 
the 
anti-trust 
law; 
provisions 
against 
holding 
companies 
and interlocking directorates in concerns 
under the jurisdiction 
of the 
federal 
government; and provisions ^ a r a n t e e - 
ing labor 
and 
farmers' 
organizations 
their legal existence under tlie Sherman 
law, limiting the use of the injunction 
in labor disputes, and providing for jury 
trial in cases of indirect contempt of 
court. 


In addition, the bill dean up various 


procedvire which have arisen in the "ad- 
ministration of the anti-trust laws. 


What Labor Obtained. 


The provisions obtained by represen- 
tatives of organized labor are the cul- 
mination of a long fight by labor to 
secure exemption 
under the 
Sherman 
law. 
They provide that nothing in the 
anti-trust 
laws 
shall be 
construed 
to 
"forbid the existence and operation" of 
labor and farmers' unions, and that such 
organizations and their members shall 
not be construed or held to be "illegal 
combinations or conspiracies under the 
anti-trust laws." 


The restrictions placed about the is- 
suance of 
injunctions in the bill 
aro 
close. 
It would provide that no "pre- 
liminary injunction shall be issued witli- 
out notice to tjie opposing party," and 
that 
no 
temporary 
restraining 
order 
shall be issued unless it shall 
appear 
from specific facts shown by affidavit 
that immediate and irreparable injury 
will result to property or a property 
right 
of 
the 
applicant 
before 
notice 
could be served or hearing had thereon. 
The bill provides that every injunction 
or restraining order must be specific in 
terms, 
thus 
outlawing 
the 
so-called 
"blanket injunction." 


In labor disputes injunctions would be 
forbidden by the bill "unless nece.ssary 
to prevent irreparable injury to proper- 
ty or a property right," for which in- 
jury there is no adeqxlate remedy at law. 
It would also forbid injunctions against 
striking, 
peaceful 
picketing, 
primary 
boycotts, the payment of strike benefits, 
or the peaceful assemblage of strikers, 
and contains a provision legalizing such 
acts. 


Holding Companies Provision. * 


The holding companies provision of 
the act 
would 
prevent 
one 
company 
from acquiring any stock in another cor- 
poration "where the effect of such ac- 
quisition is to eliminate or substantially 
lessen competition between the corpora- 
tions, or to create monopoly." 


The interlocking directorates prohibi- 
tion in the bill is an effort to reach all 
corporations, railroads and banks over 
which the federal government has juris- 
diction. 
Among other things, it makes 
ineligible as national bank directors the 
directors of private and state banks in 
the same'city or town. 


The Rayburn BilL 


Close regulations and control of the 
stocks and bonds of railroads by the in- 
terstate commerce commission is pro- 
posed by the Rayburn 
bill, amending 
the interstate commerce law. 
The bill 
makes it unlawful for any common car- 
rier to issue stocks, bonds, notes or oth- 
er evidence of indebtedness without the 
approval of the commission. 


The bill broadens the powers of the 
commission to require information from 
railroads and other common carriers and 
prescribes an elaborate system of re- 
ports. 
^ 


Before issuing 
stocks or bonds the 
bill would require railroads to file with 
th ecommission a certificate of notifica- 
tion, showing in detail the character of 
the securities, the purposes for which 
they are to be issued, and the disposi- 
tion to be made of them. 
Such certifi- 
cates the bill makes public record and 
open to inspection. 
The bill would give 
the commission wide authority for the 
examination of the books of railroads 
and would provide penalties for the con- 
cealing of information from the com- 
mission. 


Trade Commission Bill. 


The 
Covington 
trade 
commission 
would create a commission with broad 
inquisitorial 
powers 
over 
corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce. The bill 
would turn 
over to a commission of 
three members the power now held by 
the bureau of corporations in the depart-

The commission may also desig- 
nate corporations having a capitaliza- 
tion of less than $5,000.000 from whom 
it desires reports. 
It may call for spe-

annual statements required by the bill, 
and would pfovide a penalty of $100 a 
day for delay in filing reports. 


Upon the direction of the president, 


the attorney general, or either house of 
congress, the commission would be au- 
thorized to investigate and report the 
facts relating to any alleged violations 
of the anti-trust laws.

The good old circus, with its gold and 
gleam and glitter, will come to 
Fort 
Wayne Tuesday, Jxme 16, when the Carl 
Hagenbeck and Great Wallace shows ex- 
hibits on the old show grounds.

are as broad as the interests of other 
men and women. 
Many foreign per- 
formers with 
the

experiences,

circus people have had at some time in 
their lives, makes them, when they fall 
into a reminiscent mood, quite entertain- 
ing.

Tricked Out of Waterloo. 
"Colonel" 
McLennan 
said

"army" had been organized in San Fran 
cisco 
by "General" Kelly out

hordes of unemployed men on the Pacific 
coast to proceed to Washington to ask 
President Wilson to inaugurate 
public 
works to provide work for willing men 
who were idle and to urge him to es 
tablish federal employment offices over 
the country. 
He briefly related the af 
fairs of 
the 
"army" at 
Sacramento 
where the "army" got 
"in bad" and 
where General" Kelly was at length ar 
rested 
and 
lodge 
in the

The move 
ments of the army from Sacramento to 
Fort Wayne were hastily sketched. After

Fort Wayne is Notified. 
Sherift' John Hofit, of Auburn, notified 
Capt<ain 
Richard 
Kelly, 
of 
the 
Fort 
Wayne policé, that the army was en 
route to this city. 
Sergeant Dave Blum 
with a squad 
consisting of 
Detective 
Sergeants Brennan and Junk and Of 
ficers Kavanaugh. Boseker, Amos, Lynch 
Jfadden and Young, went out the north 
environs of^the city to meet the freight 
train with its consignment of hoboes. 
Arrangements had been made with the 
train dispatcher of the Lake Shore rail 
road to have the train stopped at Jacobs 
crossing. 
Sergeant Blum posted his of 
ficers at intervals along the track for a 
quarter of a mile. 
When the 
freight 
train was bi-ought to a stop the "army" 
was found in possession of two gondola 
cars partly filled with sand. 


"We re against it, fellows," cried a 
"soldier" who looked over the side of 
the car and caught sight of the officers; 
"the bulls are here." 


Climb down here, you fellows," said 
Sergeant Blum and the "army" proceed- 
ed to disentrain, doing so readily, with 
gopd humor and little disorder. 


Marched to Headquarters. 
'Colonel" McLennan got his men in 
line and with a fair degree of discipline 
they were marched down Clinton street 
into the city and thence to headquarters 
under escort of Sergeant Blum and Ais 
souad. 


The 
fifty-one 
men completely 
filled 
the oells at headquarters with half a 
dozen in each barred compartm'ent; 
It 
was a stuffy and unpleasant night for 
the "army" and was made bearable only 
by the fact that the weather was cool. 


Crowds gathered along the street« to 
watch the motley procession of ragged 
and dirty 
men, some of whom were 
bearers of the "army's" impediments, 
consisting of the mess equipment of the 
camp. 
The rattling of tincups, tin pans, 
metal buckets and the like furnished 
the only martial music for the "army." 


Decided to Get Them Away. 
It was considered at first on Friday 
night that it might be a good thing to 
convict the men as vagrants, give them 
terms in jail and put them to work on 
the river banks, under charge of Sheriff 
A. C. Gladieux, pursuant to a resolu- 
tion adopted by the board of county 
commissioners 
last 
fall 
directing 
the 
employment of county prisoners on the 
highways. 
Later it was decided that as 
the men had committed no depredations 
hereabouts and had not been prosecxited 
elsewhere 
along the more than 
two- 
thousand mile journey they had made in 
their progress to Washington, it wou|d 
be better to get them out of the city on 
their way as speedily as possible. 


This course was followed in the city 
court and "Colonel" McLennan and lus 
"soldiers" readily agreed to get out of 
the city if given a chance.

"Yea," "sure we are," "you betcha,"

Lined Up for the March. 


"Colonel" McL'ennan assisted the of- 
ficers of the police to line up his men on 
the market plaza south of the headqiiar- 
ters and at the word from Lieutenant 
Bevelheimer 
the 
tattered 
procession, 
burdened with its camp equipment and 
all of it discordantly a-rattle. started. 
The "army" defiled into Wayne street 
and headed east. 


Says He Maintains Discipline. 


"Colonel" McLennan says he maintains 
strict discipline in his "array" and that 
the men are strictly forbidden to drink 
intoxicants or to forage along the march. 


"We make our way by selling photo- 
graphs and literature, 
giving 
lectures 
and some of the men leave us to accept 
jobs," said "Colonel" McLennan. 
"We 
want only good recruits who will become 
obedient soldiers. 
We have 
dismissed 
one or two men for using liquor." 


The "colonel" told the court that of 
the remnant now with him about 75 per 
cent were men who left San Francisco 
when the movement began. 
The others 
had been recruited along the way, main- 
ly in the far west. 


Each recruit carries a red card which 
on one side is his certificate of member- 
sliip and on the other is his signed obli- 
gation and oath of loyal service:

supply of them after t h a t . . 


"Geraniums, artemcshia, salvia, ager- 
atum, acaranthas. coleus and althernan- 
thera are made from 
cuttings—gerani- 
ums in October, while the others are 
made all during the winter and up to 
the lat of April. 


"One of the main 
features in the 
landscape gardener's work in the near 
ftiture will be the planting of all slopes 
on the right of way for prevention of 
slides ;also the planting of risht of 
v;ay hedges to replace the costly and 
unsightly fences nov/ in use." 


On the subjects of the returns to the 
railroad companies from landscape gar- 
dening, Mr. Hutchison has this to say: 
"This question is often asked by land- 
scape gardeners and by many 
others 
who are not so vitally Interested; the 
wideness of the scope of this question is 
hard to realize. 
There are, I think, no 
direct returns to the companies from 
this class of work, but the indirect re- 
turns are many and of so many various 
kinds that it would be almost an im- 
possibility to form an estimate of what 
they would'amount to. 


"There are indeed few men who will 
deny the fact that any property that 
has been properly beautified by land- 
scape work always enhances in value 
more than that of the unbeautified, and 
does this not apply to the railroad? as 
well as to the private individual? Is it 
not also true that all properties adjoin- 
ing that which has been improved also 
increase in value, and does this not ap- 
ply to the railroad as well as to the 
private individual?

citizens of thi^se placcs begin im])rovin 
their properties by landscape work, with 
the result that all properties liave an 
increased monetary value, and the com- 
panies sliaro in this because it lias added 
an increased value to theirs ? 
Tlien the 
beautification of a town always brings 
a larger population; 
this brings 
more 
business for the railroads, and this ex- 
tra business is one of the returns to the 
railroads from the work of the landscape 
gardener. 


But this is not all. 
Does the good, 
cordial and warm feeling that lias been 
aroused by this work not amount to 
anything? 
Is it not true that 
many 
concessions have been made to the com- 
panies on account of 
feeling? I 
have known myself of Tnore than one 
instance where, after a company had 
tried to have certain dangeroiis gi'.ade 
crossings abolished and failed, they im- 
proved the appearance of their station 
grounds in these 
towns, and shortly 
after the ordinances 
vacating 
these 
crossings 
were 
again 
introduced 
into 
councils, and, with very little effort on 
the part of the company, were passed 
and the crossings eliminated. 
Would 
this not be one of the returns? 


Incites Spirit of Cleanliness. 


"Cleanliness is next to godliness; and 
what has tended to create a spirit of 
cleanliness among the . various employes 
of the railroads more so than the work 
of the landscape gardened, where for- 
merly existed nothing but ash piles and 
common dumps for refuse of all kinds 
around the station buildings and where 
the supervisor in former years 
would 
have to send a whole section gang for 
probably a day's work in order to pre- 
sent the first appearance of trying to 
keep the grounds around the station 
buildings looking somewhat respectable, 
these same grounds are now kept in 
beautiful lawns, harmonious with their 
plantings and pleasing to the eye, by a 
gardener working one day a week. Is 
this not one of the returns, and is not 
this example set by the gardener being 
followed by the other employes of the 
roads? In the yards around the varioud 
shops where 
scrap iron was 
formerly 
buried in refuse piles and wasted, and 
where the ground was littered by old 
cans, paper and lumber of every descrip- 
tion, and grown up with 
weeds, and 
which was always a constant 
danger 
from fire, there now exists small parks, 
mostly created in spare time by the 
employes and furnished with plants by 
the gardener, and which are a source of 
pleasure and pride to many of the hum- 
ble toilers, who can be seen working in 
the flower beds a t the noon hour and 
after the working hours in the evening. 
And do not men who take an interest in 
such work as this take more than the 
ordinary interest in the work for which 
they are employed, and are not the 
minds of these men purer and brighter 
from working with nature's 
beauties, 
and does it not make of them better 
tempered and more congenial employes, 
and are men of this character not less 
liable to discontent and 
more 
trust- 
worthy and satisfactory to the 
com- 
panies who employ them?

tion. 
Clothing could not be obtained at 
any price, and it was no uncommon 
Bight to see women who had been gently 
reared whose raiment 
consisted of a 
patchwork of gunny sacks. 


The insurgent forces were barefooted 
and clothed in rags and tatters and were 
always hungry. 


We now had with ub a gun that had 
not been used in the sieges described 
in the previous 
chapters—a 
twelve- 
pounder Driggs-Schroeder naval landing 
gun, one of the inventors of which was 
the present Admiral Schroeder, of the 
United 
States 
navy. 
This gun came 
near to the field piece type, having a 
long barrel and high velocity. 
We al- 
ways spoke of it as "Cayo Hueso"—Key 
West—because it came from there. 


The town of Jiguani was much larger 
than any we had heretofore attacked, 
being a local commercial center of im- 
portance. 
The garrison was about 800 
strong, consisting mostly of infantry, 
but with a detrvchment of artillery and 
a troop of guerrillas. 
The strongest 
work, and the one that was really the 
key to the whole situation, was a very 
substantial 
two-story 
masonry 
fort 
known as El Castillo (the castle). 
This 
was situated on the end of a ridge, 
about eighty feet above the streets of 
the town, and was surrounded by for- 
midable trenches 
and

entangle 
ments. 
In the upper story of the castle 
was an eight centimeter Krupp gun, and 
on the roof was the heliograph station, 
used in communicating with the town 
of Bayamo.

circle of blockhouses—about i 
dozen of them. 
' 
Besides "Cayo Hueso," 
we had a 
Hotchkiss 
twelve-pounder and a two- 
pounder, 
On the night of the 12tb r. 
strong parapet, with overhead cover and 
embrasures for two guns, was construct- 
ed at the principal position—800 yards 
from the castle. I took command of t)ie 
main battery and assigned the smaller 
one to Cox, who had Janney with him, 
while Jones, Latrobe, Joyce and Pennie 
were with me. 


dawn came, on a beautiful but 
verj' hot day, our guns were loaded and 
pointed, and we <sat about, waiting for 
orders. 
These came just after sunrise, 
and old "Cayo Hueso" with a crash sent 
a shell that made a beautiful burst on 
the identical spot at which it had been 
aimed, on the side of the castle. We 
realized that now we had something of 
a 
gun. 
In a couple of seconds the 
Hotchkiss twelve-pounder let fly and 
scored a hit; and then we heard, away 
beyond the castle, the bark of the little 
gun stirring up the blockhouses. 
We 
sent in two more shells, both of them 
bursting against the stone wall without 
penetrating. 
The fuses were so sensi- 
tive that they burst before the full ef- 
fects of tl^ir blows could be felt. 


At this time we saw a clovid of smoke 
puff from a porthole in the upper story 
of the castle and soon heard a rumble 
as of a train crossing a bridge, followed 
by the swish of a shell as it rushed past 
us so close that the blast of air was 
very perceptible. 
I t was the Krupp's 
shell. J t missed the left end of the 
parapet 
about 
two feet and slashed 
through the tree growth behind us with 
a noise like a runaway team, cutting off 
branches and tearing up things gen- 
erally. 


We were on the pbint of concentrating 
the fire of both guns on the porthole, 
with the hope of disabling the Krupp. 
when our attention was called to flashes 
of light from the top of the fort, the 
heliograph undoubtedly sending news of 
the attack to Bayamo. 
The heliograph 
must be disabled first, and I took a care- 
ful sight with "Cayo Hueso." 
The shell 
cleared the top of the fort. 


The second shot hit the top of the 
fort in a perfect line, and the smoke of 
the explosion completely obscured the 
instrument and the men working it. We 
thought the job was done, but with 
superb 
nerve the operators stuck to 
their post, and the smoke of the explo- 
Bion had barely drifted away when we 
again saw the little 
flashes. 
The next 
shell was a center shot, blowing roof, 
instrument and men to pieces. But they 
had not died in vain. The news reached 
Bayamo. 


In the meantime the Krupp was send- 
ing in its compliments as fast as it 
could be loaded and flred. The shoot- 
ing was uncomfortably good, but we had 
to ignore it for the time. 
One shell 
made a square hit on the parapet, but 
exploded without penetrating, 
disarrang- 
ing the scenery quite a bit, however. 
Others would barely clear us and burst 
in the woods behind, after cutting down 
a 
few 
trees. 
About this time the 
Hutchkiss was disabled. So now it was 
Driggs-Schroeder verses Krupp on even 
terms. 


It was a pretty fight, and with a large 
and appreciative audience, as—owing to 
the fact that both gun positions were 
well elevated 
above 
the 
surroxmding 
country—everybody in the town 
and 
probably half of those in the Cuban lines 
could see the result of every shot. The 
enemy's gun did not seem to be so ac- 
curate as ours, but its shooting was by 
no means wild, every shell coming in 
close. 


At a burst of smoke from the castle 
the one of us on lookout would call out 
"Down!" and every one, no matter what 
he might be doing, would throw himself 
flat on the ground.

onds the shell would strike and burst, 
and then we -would leap to our feet and 
try to give them a couple before they 
could fire again. 


The discovery was made 
that 
by 
watching carefully we could discern the 
enemys shells up in the air when about 
half v/ay to us, and several times, when 
we saw that they had a line on the 
parapet, we succeded in avoiding them 
by quick jumping to either the right or 
the left. 


But the Spaniards' shooting was be- 
coming better and better, and it was 
only a question of time until they would 
land a shell on our sole remaining big 
gun and take from us the last chance 
of victory.

Very careful sight was taken a t the 
porthole, which was about four feet in 
diameter, and the shell struck the lower 
sill, the smoke of the explosion com- 
pletely obscuring the embrasure.

but vainly. 


On our next shot, instead of the usual 
burst on the outside of the wall, a tor- 
rent of smoke poured 
from the em- 
brasure and the sound of the explosion 
of our shell was muffled. This, shot dis- 
abled the Krupp for several hours and, 
as was subsequently learned, killed or 
wounded all but one of the twelve men 
serving it. 


_ The next shot was fired a t the lower 
sill of, the embrasure of the castle and 
went as true as if it had been flred at 
pistol 
range. 
Half a wagon load of 
masonry fell to the ground and some of 
it rolled down the hill slope. 


From that time we fired very slowly 
and 
carefully, planting the shots al- 
ternately two feet to ijie left of and be- 
low the ever-widening gap, until soon 
practically the whole corner of the fort 
had been shot away. The structure was 
by this time abandoned, and we turned 
our attention to the various blockhouses. 
And BO the hours dragged on until about 
3 o'clock, when, no one being on look- 
out, we heard the boom of the Krupp 
and a shell passed close over us. Leap- 
ing to our feet, we saw a cloud of smoke 
over the small redoubt near the castle. 
The Spaniards had removed the injured 
gun from the fort, repaired the damage, 
and mounted it in the small earthwork. 


H o ^ thirsty and himgry as we were, 
we sprang to "Cayo Hueso" to begin 
anew the artillery duel. l i m e and again 
we tried to dismount the gim, but to no 
avail.

The Passenger Fares. 
Packet fares for passengers were estab- 
lished as follows: 
Fort Wayne to To- 
ledo, 104 miles, $ 3 ^ ; to Lafayette, 138 
miles, $3.75; to Cincinnati, 221 miles, 
$6.75, 


Some of the better class of packets 
were brought from the Erie canal. 
The 
sleeping berths for 
first-class 
passengers 
were generally arranged on each side 
of 
the upper cabin in two rows, one above 
the other, and some were made to be 
folded into small compass when not in 
use. 
Many 
passengers 
on 
crowded 
packets slept on the floor, though cots 
and hammocks were frequently provided. 
Thirty-five to forty passengers 
consti- 
tuted a good load. 
The dining room was 
below, usually in the middle of the boat. 


From two to six horses w^cre employed, 
depending upon the size of the boat and 
the load. 
These horses usually traveled 
on a trot, the driver sitting astride the 
left rear, or saddle horse, and a pace of 
from six to eight miles an hour was 
maintained.

Three fragments of letters written by Henry Cooper to his wife, about the 
year 1S46, are reproduced from the original.s in the possession of Mr. Cooper's son, 
William P. Cooper. 
The letters were of a confidential and private nature, and this 
fact adds to the interest in their contents. 
"Tlie boys" referred to in the extracts 
were Edward B. Cooper, who became a prominent busincs-q man and a city official 
of Isew Orleans, and James Henry Cooper, a fleet captain in the Lee line of packet 
boats plying between St. Louis and New Orleans; later this son was a member 
ot the important shipping firm of Cooper, Howard & Co., of Memphis, Tenn. 
Henry Cooper was the second man to be admitted to the bar In Allen county. 
He 
never sought political - honors, but rose to a high place in the bar of Indiana, 
His 
circuit practice took him on extended horseback trips to distant parts of Indiana, 
Ohio and Michigan.

Newspaper Deadbeats.

Beats," or "Black List/' who would not 
pay their debts to the editor. 
The dire 
consequence of this is demonstrated in 
the valedictory of Editor I. D. G. Nel- 
son, who, in transferring the paper to 
Thomas Tigar, wrote: 
"Upon our suc- 
cess in a pecuniary ppint of view, it is 
unnecessaiy to dwell. 
Suffice it to say 
that we are minus, as •we might have 
expected, had we not labored under the 
same difficulty, probably, that a cer- 
tain wag did who volimtarily got into 
a row and was badly beaten.

CHAPTER XXVIII. 


The Last of the Miami In- 
dians. 


1844-1846. 


ISAAC DE GROFP NELSON. 


I. D. G. Nelson was one of Fort Wayne's 
most valued ctizens. 
Born in Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y., in 1819, he came to J'ort Wayne 
with his sisters in 1830. In 1840 he pur- 
chased the Fort 
Wayne 
Sentinel, 
but 
sliortly afterward turned his attention to 
otiier fields of endeavor. 
In 1.V.5] he wa.s 
elected a state representative, and as the 
author of the "Nelson railroad bill," a 
law under which all the railroads of the 
state have been organized, attained wide 
fame. 
Subsequently he served as receiver 
of plublic moneys at Fort Wayne, clerk 
of the Allen county circuit court, trustee 
of Purdue university and state house com- 
missioner. 
He was one of. the Organizers 
of the Wabash railroad. 
As one of the 
• twelve incorporators of the Lindenwood 
f^emetery as.sociation, he was foremost in 
the creation of this beautiful cit>- of the 
dead. He gave much attention to agricul- 
t'ure and horticulture, stock raising and 
landscape gardening.

The year 1839 found him a resi- 
dent of Fort Wayne, where he spent 
forty-eight busy years.

Soldiers Remove the Miamis. 
1844.—Although two years 
were re- 
quired to accomplish the removal of th(! 
Miamis from their Indiana homes to the 
new reservation in Kansas, the beginning 
of the disappearance of the tribe took 
place in the summer of 1844, 
Under the 
stipulations of a treaty at St. Mary's 
in 1823, August 1 had been designated 
as the time for all members of the tribe 
to be ready to be taken west in a body, 
under government 
escort, 
but 
it 
was 
found, when that day arrived, that very 
few had made any preparations to leave. 
The 
iiliami reservation 
extended 
from 
the southwestern corner of Allen county 
and included a large portion of Howard 
Wells, Huntington, Wabash, Grant and 
Miami counties. 
The reluctance of the 
Indians to comply with 
the terms of 
the 
treaty 
forced the government 
to 
send troops under 
Captain Jouett, "'a 
thoroughgoing, prompt, energetic old sol- 
dier—just the kind of a man to make 
short work of a job of this kind,"--^ and 
i\Ii-. 
Sinclear, 
government 
sub-agent. 
The troops did not arrive, however, until 
September, 1846. 


Hunted Like Wild Beasts. 


"Many of 
these Indians had to 
be 
brought forcibly to the place of rendez- 
vous previous to taking their departure.'" 
writes the late E. F. Coiorick.--' 
"I\Iany 
had to he hunted down like wild ani- 
mals; some were actually found in the 
tops of trees, others secreted themselves 
in swamps, and many fled from the lo- 
cality, coming back only after the emi- 
gration had taken ])lace, only to he for- 
warded as prisoners to their new home 
in the enstern 
part of Kan.sas. 
Nmnber.s 
of them found their way back to the 
reservation, 
but 
were ultimately 
re- 
turned. 
A few of this calss persisted in 
returning, and never did go back, but 
spent vagrant lives in the vicinity of 
the reserve." 


The Anger of the Miamis. 
Much ill-feeling was aroused by the ac- 
tion of the 
government 
in 
showing 
marked favoritism toward certain leaders 
of the tribe, including the families of 
Chief 
Richardville, 
Chief 
LaFontaine, 
Chiefs Godfrey and j\Ieshingomesia and 
the brothers of the latter living on the 
Missisinnewa. 
These wei-e allowed to 
retain their lands, and some were richly 
rewarded in other ways. 
Says Mr. Col- 
erick: 
"It was well understood that the 
result of this treaty was accomplished 
through fraud and a collusion on the 
part of some of the imprincipled men. 
chiefs and others of the tribe, who w^ere 
bought up by grants of lands and money 
as well. 
It is said that Richardville. 
their tribal chief for half a century, who 
had taken such an active and question- 
able part in forcing this treaty upon his 
people, had to flee to Canada and re- 
main there until the excitement 
and 
wrath of his people had died out. 
Chief 
Richardville, 
for his 
services 
in 
this 
matter, received several sections of the 
most valuable lands in Northern Indiana 
notably a large tract lying along the St. 
Mary's river four miles southwest of 
Fort Wayne, upon which the government 
built him a large and comfortable brick 
house where he resided tmtil his death." 


A Pitiable Scene in Fort Wayne. 
Many 
of 
the 
Miamis 
were 
brought 
through Fort Wayne on their way 
to 
Kansas. 
In the summer of 1846, 500 In- 
dians who had been gathered at Peru by 
the soldiers, and had been placed forcibly 
on canal boats, were brought through 
this city. 
While the crowd 
remained 
here a most disgusting scene was eh 
acted. Conscienceless men, provided with 
large quantities of whisky, sold the stuff 
to the savages, and the last view of them 
as the boats departed for Cincinnati was 
one to shame, the citizens of a supposed 
enlightened 
community. 
The 
boats 
conveyed the Indians into the Miami and 
Erie canal and then proceeded to Cin- 
cinnati, where steamers transported them 
to their new reservation-

Whisky and the Miamis. 
The almost complete disappearance of 
the once powerful Miami tribe is one of 
the pitiable records of 
American his- 
tory. 
In 1814, General William %enry 
Harrison, writing to the secretary of 
state, said that the Miamis were merely 
a "poor, drunken set, diminishing every 
year; becoming too lazy to hunt, they 
feel the advantage of their 
annuity." 
During the p[eriod of the canal building, 
the Indians experienced little difficulty 
in securing whisky in exchange for their 
government allowancie of money.

James R. Godfrey. 


James R. Godfrey, son of Chief Francis 
Godfrey, war chief of the Miamis, living 
near Peru, who was among those ex- 
empted from deportation, came to Allen

She is a sturdy woman, not yet come 
to the middle years of life, short and 
compact in figure, witlx fine wise eyes, 
a 
mouth both 
strong 
and 
humorous, 
kind and maternal, but fearless also. 


"Every 
one stops me, even in 
the 
street, since the trouble with 
Mexico 
began," said Mrs. Johnson, "and 
asks 
me if I am not worried. 
I reply, 'Do I 
look worried?'" 
Mrs. Johnson does not look worried, 
"No," she states very positively. 
" I 
am not worried. 
I know that every- 
thing will come out well. 
Sly boys will 
come back to me." 


Roderick 
John 
Johnson, 
twenty-one 
years "old, is a third class petty officer 
and a first class electrician on the New 
Hampshire. 
Foster 
Edward 
Johnson, 
the second of Mrs. Johnson's sailors, is 
twenty years old. He also is a third class 
pptty officer on the New 
Hampshire. 
John Magnus Johnson, eighteen 
years 
old, also assigned to the New Hamp- 
ehire, has beeu recently transferred to 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 


Arthur Frederick Johnson, twenty-five 
years old, married" and living in Wash- 
ington, keeps right on drawing plans for 
navy vessels, so that Roderick, Foster 


and John wil! have plenty of craft on 
which to sail to the defeat of the coun- 
try's foes. 


"There is one thing that I 
thought 
when 
the 
trouble 
started," 
said 
Mrs. 
Johnson. 
" I thought that I would like 
to be a man for once, then I, too, should 
be down there where the fighting was." 


"But I hope," she said suddenly, grow- 
iiig grave, "that we shall have no more 
fighting. 
I wish beyond everything that 
all the trouble should now be over. 
I am 
sorry for the other mothers. 
I am sorry 
for every one who is unhappy.

year ago I had a dream." 


Foresaw the Flclitins. 


Rlrs. Johnson has the dramatic 
ex- 
pression of the Latin. 
She is tlia most 
stanch 
of American 
citizens, 
but 
she 
was born in France and came hero in 
her young womanhood because she had 
heard about the wonderful country of 
freedora and opportunity, 


" I had a dream," she explained as the 
basis of her faith in the safety of her 
sons. 
" I thought that I heard martial 
music. 
There 
was great 
e.xcitement. 
There were a great many sailors march- 
ing by. 
I saw them, but they were all 
in a haze except my boys. 
Thei-« were 
my boys walking side by side as plainly 
as I had seen them always.

frightened, for I knew that what I saw 
meant; war.

Mrs, Johnson has heard from both her 
sous at Vera Cruz. 
The last letter came 
from Roderick, whose letter was dated 
April 23. 
It was as follows 


"DEAR MOTHER:— 
• 


"Just a few lines before mail time to 
let you know that Foster and I are O. Iv. 
In fine health and good spirits after a 
hard run. 
Arrived three o'clock yester- 
day morning. 
Put our men ashore imme- 
diately and were fired upon in making 
the landing. 
After five hours' fighting 
took Custom House. 
Then Prairie be- 
gan storming tbe city, and under her fire, 
and 
ours 
also, 
advanced 
into centre. 
Took their naval college and most all 
their important buildings. 
Town was 
Burrenderec. to us about eleven o'clock 
in the morning. 
But, queer to say, the 
citizens would not cease firing upon us. 
Everything quiet for present. 
Town un- 
der martini law. 


"Now, mother, sister and father, please 
do not worry. 
If I knew you were wor- 
rying it would make me feel bad. 
De- 
partment will notify ynu if any of us 
are injured or killed; 
Five killed from 
this ship, many wounded, many missing. 
One officer from this ship shot through 
limgs. 
Do not expect him to live. 
Tell 
grandma not to worry. 
She'll make her- 
self sick. 
Expect to try Tampico soon, 
"RODlilRICK." 


The other boy, at Vera Cruz, Foster, 
wrote April 21. as follows :— 


" D E A B 
MOTHER:— 


"Expect to arrive at Vera Cruz 2 A. M. 
on the 22d and will immediately send 
landing forces ashore. 
We- are hitting 
it up to about sixteen knots an hour. 


"Don't worry, as things will turn out 
O. K., and if tile officers^ will let us go 
as far as we like we will wipe these 
'spigs* off the map. 
If anything sboul(| 
happen 
the 
department 
will 
let 
you 
know. 
Everybody 
is happy. 
'Chick' 
(the pet name of the other brother) is 
on Watch now^ so I will send you his 
love. 
- 
F O S T E R . " 


*It was through the kindness of Mr. 
Gtiorge. von li. Meyer, formerly Secre- 
tajry of the Navyj that Roderick, Foster 
and John Johnson were all able to serve 
on the New Hampshire. 
: 


Foster was the first of the brothers to 
enter the navy and to be assigned to the 
New Hampshire from the naval training 
•station. 


When Roderick also entered the navy 
he wished to be assigned to the same 
ship, but instead was put on the Ala- 
bama. 
He applie'd for a transfer, but no 
notice was taken of his application, and 
his mother also wrote to the officers of 
the ship to ask that her two boyp might 
be on the same vessel. 


Neither was this application success- 
ful. 


Mrs. Johnson is not one to be easily 
discouraged, 
however, 
and 
she 
wrote 
again, this time to the Secretary of the 
Navy. 


In three days she r e c e i v ^ a reply stat- 
ing simply :— 


"Your request has been granted." 
When John went into the navy he was 
first assigned to the Louisiana. 
Again 
^Irs. Johnson felt that her youngest boy 
would be far better off if he were with 
his two older brothers, and an effort was 
made to obtain his transfer to the New 
Hampshire.

of t h e .shops, may be placed until needed.

school in G a r y the grate umder a boiler 
of the heating plant had burned out. 
No 
class was s-witched out of its

progress to stop and cast a new grate, 
but the fireman made, his requisition on 
the storekeeper and the grata w a s in- 
stantly forthcoming.

Applying' the Gary System. 


Mr. Wirt takes no credit to himself 
for the Gary system, but it was ho who, 
when he was called to Gary to take the 
superintendence of the schools, objected 
to the 
handsome 
building 
which 
con- 
formed to the accepted type in American 
cities, objected to grading the pupils in 
the ordinary way and, who made infrac- 
tions of all the regular rules of running 
public schools. 
He wanted the kinder- 
garten, grammar school, high school and 
the first two years of college under one 
roof, and he wanted the building set in 
several acres of land—a park in front 
and 
gardens at 
each side, with 
play- 
grounds at the rear. 
I t was because he 
could 
show 
that 
his 
proposed 
system 
would he cheaper than the old that he 
won.

ITr-I June not far away, it Is high 
time

away the winter ' furs, the heavy 
clothing and her velvet hats, for if she 
delays this work much'longer she will find 
these valuable things infested with moths. 
May is the month of moths, and the wise 
woman 
takes 
precautions 
during 
this 
month to keep the winter things free from 
these pests. 
^ 


How to do it, and how not to do it, -are 
questions of moment. 
, 


First of all comes the sorting out of gar- 
ments. It is useless to store those which 
one will never wear again. They should be 
put aside for disposal to the old clothes 
man or for charity. 


T a k e T h e s e 
P r e c a u t i o n s . 


All heavy clobhing—such as winter coat.^ 
and costumes—must be subjected to the 
clothesbrush and then hung in the open air 
for a few hours. If -there are stains they 
r 
t be taken out, and if it is necessary, to 
send the t.hinirs to ihe cleahers it is better 
to do It,now than leave it until the autumn. 


Before storing any garrrient it must be 
dry, as well as clean. Mildew formin'g on 
a coa,t will spoil it entirel.v. Any necessary 
mending should, also be done before the 
clothes are put away. 


Coming to furs, opinions vary. 
MaJiy 


furrier.? say that the best method of keep- 
ing the moth at bay is to'beat and shake 
the furs at frequent intei-vals. 


Many women just hang their furs in 
their wardrobes and take them out fre- 
quently into the sunshine. 
It is a great 
mistake to pack them away in dark boxes, 
as it i.s also a mistake to put them away 
when damp. 


Some women sew up their treasures in 
holland bags, in which have been placed 
strips of Russian leather and plenty of 
moth balls, but even in such case tbe^ 
should see the sun occasionally. 
It Is as 
well not tp sew them up, but to store them 
in a dry cupboard^ placing moth balls on 
the cupboard shelf. 
With very expensive 
furs a better precaution is to send them 
to the furrier for storing. 


The tar bags now on sale at the big 
department stores at very moderate prices 
are excellent for keeping furs, velvet and 
cloth 
dresses safe from the moth during 
the summer months. 
If one has not a 
cedar chest it is well to purchase five or 
six of these bags, hang up the winter 
things in these receptacles and then place 
them all togctner in an ordinary closet set 
aside for the purpose. 


Winter dresses -which are not hung In, 
tar bags should haVig on their stretchers 
in tho wardrobe, with plenty of tissue 
(paj?er in the sleeves, 
and blouses 


should always be liberally provided with 
tissue paper. It is wise to cover up dresses 
and costumes with dust sheets or linen 
covers. 
An old pair of muslin curtains 
makes a very good covering. 


Boots which are not likely to be wanted 
must stand on trees and have frequent 
dusting. Woollen underwear, will naturally 
be put away fresh and clean, but it la aa 
well to examine it occasionally 
durins 
the summer months. 
If it requires darn- 
ing this should be done before storing. 


Take Off the Trimmings. 


As to' the question of ha.ts, if they ar« 
likely to go out of fashion it is scarc«»<y 
wise to keep them. 
They only take up 
xioom and finally will be thrown away. 


In any case tne trimmings should bo 
taken off and put away in the trimmings 
box after brushing and pressing. 
Felts 
and straws must be well brushed and put 
away with plenty of soft paper around 
them. 


With the storing of winter clothes we 
bring" to the light our summer garments. 
The j-nuslina and cottons of last year have 
spent six 
months 
or more- in an 
un- 
starched state. 
Before sending them to 
the laundry make sure that no alterations 
are necessary. 
Length and width may ba 
given to a skirt by an insertion of em- 
broidery lace, ajid such little points as 
raising the waist- line, .putting on hew 
bands and fastenings, lengthening sleevei^ 
or cutting down the neck band are eaaiir

THE BLACK HAND IN THE STEEL TRAP OF THE LAW

vict Lupo and Mo- 
rello and the other

of

counterfeiters. Men 
were sent to , High- 
land to arrest any 
of the band 
who 
might 
be 
in

stone house, and others were sent to ap- 
prehend those of the band we knew to be 
in New Yorli. 


Oomito, the man who had described 
to me the methods and the men who 
were concerned in the printing of the 
money, and wlio himself had operated the 
press, was guarded with every precau- 
tion. 
If ever he went out in the street 
Secret Service operatives followed his 
every step. 
A DOZEN TIMES, HAD 
HE 
BEEN 
AIX)NE, 
HE 
WOULD 
HAVE BEEN ASSASSINATED. 


One of our first moves was to close in 
on the stone house. 
When my men 
reached it there was no one living there, 
nor was there sign of a press or of bogus 
money. 
This disappointed me and at 
first puzzled me. It was explained, liow- 
ever, by Comito in another portion of his 
confession. To quote him again:— 


"One day, about eleven o'clock in the

About this time Giuseppe Fanaro, a 
Sicilian, arrived in New York. 


He was a giant of a man, stron" 
pugnacious and cruel. 


Fanaro was one of those at ^whom the 
finger of suspicion pointed when the 
Black Hand members realized that their 
most secret moves were known in ad- 
vance by the Secret Service, 
He knew 
this and knew what fate awaited him if 
he did not dispel the doubts of his loyalty. 
One night he was standing outside the 
saloon of Morello and Lupo. Across the 
street stood three Italians, whom Fanaro 
did not know, talking together. 
One of 
the Black Hand companions' with Fanaro 
saii to him:— 
* _ 


"There are three of the d 
carbonari 


(police)^" 


Fanaro said never a word. 
As his 
companions watched, him he took from 
his pocket a large reyolver. 
Three 
flashes in the night; three leaden slugs 
flattened against the brick "wall of the 
building opposite; the Italians escaped 
with their lives and Fanaro eluded the 
police, but the incident shows the des- 
perate straits of the society. 


Although it was not known by the 
Black Handers that I had the eyidence 
against their leaders, i^ was known that 
the Secret Service was drawing closer to 
the truth and that unless we were foiled, 
even though the gang was not broken up, 
it woul^ be next to impossible to pass 
the money. 


tVhile we were 4n the saloon picking 
up bits of information and waiting for 
some of the men we were lookiag for» 


word was brought to me through those 
underground 
channels which work so 
rapidly and so unfailingly that Cina and 
Giglio had pronHunced doom upon me. 
If I did not drop the case immediately, I 
was to be killed at once. 


Instantaneous action was necessary. 
Knowing that the operatives with me 
were loyal and fearless, and knowing 
that the threats were not idle ones, we 
were forced to use strenuous methods, 
for 
unless the strength 
behind 
the 
Secret Service was upheld little could 
ever be done with the gang. 


Without 
warning 
my 
rden 
quickly 
locked the exits from the saloon. The 
proprietor was informed that the place 
was in charge of the Secret Service. The 
customers were told to line up against 
the wall with "hands up," 


As the hands were being raised many 
of these Italians dropped stilettos, black- 
jacks, razors, pistols and other weapons 
on the floor at their feet. 
Each was' 
searched and questioned, those not hav- 
ing weapons were driven into the street, 
pj^trol wagons were called and we bun- 
dled the rest off to Police Headquarters. 


I knew where Giglio and Cina were 
living. Indeed, it was part of 6ur scheme 
to arrest them that night, and my men 
were watching them as well as all the 
other members of the band, and would 
have arrested them had they attempted 
to leave the city. 


We went directly to Cina's room. The 
door was locked but we did not stop to 
knock. 
It wati a flimsy affair and we 
kicked it in. 
Cina and Giglio were 
armed to the teeth, but they showed yel- 
low and when we entered they were 
cowering in a corner, afraid, to use 
their ^weapons. They gave the best imi- 
tation of two men frightened almost to 
death that we had ever seen. 
These 
Black Handers are for the most part 
very brave when they can fight in a 
crowd of ten or twelve against one or 
two, but they are not men to stand up, 
agaiast r.nother when the odds are very 
nearly even, Giglio and Cina were sent 
away to police headquarters to spend the 
night under the sameoroof witli the men 
who had, carried-^and 'discussed their 
.-warning. 
' 


Meanwhile Morello's house was being 
watched to prevent his escape, should he 
learn of the arrest of his companions. 
As soon as I had turned Giglio and Cina 
over to the police I hurried to Morello's 
and entered with several of my men. 


Although I had Comito's testimony 
against Morello, it was necessary for us 
to also have documentary evidence. One 
of the men who entered Morello's place 
with me was T, G. Gallegher, an operar 
tive. 
When we entered the rcJom where 
Mrs. Morello was nursing her baby Gal- 
legher's quick eye caught the woman 
nervously fingering some of the baby's 
clothing. 


We went over the room inch by inch, 
finding many letters and other evidence 
which was valuable, but Gallegher never 
let the woman and the baby out of his 
sight. When we were all through I was 
ready to turn Mrs. Morello over to a po- 
lice matron to have her searched for any 
letters which might be hidden about her, 
but Gallegher had another idea. 


"Wait a minute, Chief," he said. 
"That's a mighty soiled looking dress 
the baby has on. 
I think Mrs. Morello 
wants to change it:" 


There was a merry twinkle in his eye 
and I knew he was up to something, 
though I didn't guess the truth. 


"No, no, it is all right," said Mrs. Mo- 
rèllo. . 


"Sure," said Gallegher, "you wouldn't 
go away with the baby looking like that. 
We'll wait until you change his dress." 


There was a flash of Sicilian anger 
from the woman's eyes and she clutched 
the baby nervously. At last I knew what 
Gallegher was driving at. 


One of the men held Mrs. Morello 
while an operative, with awkward fin- 
gers unaccustomed to safety pins, re- 
moved every stitch of clothing from the, 
squirming, lustily yelling infant Morello. 
Gallegher had been right. 
We found a 
number of letteirs of the greatest value 
to us in our case. Indeed, they were the 
most valuable documents found in the 
Morello flat. 


One letter, written in Italian, showed 
the methods of the Black Hand and is, 
illustrative of the audacity of the soeietjr. 


It was addressed to one-time Assistant 
District Attorney Oharles La Barbera at 
No. 31 Nassau street, New York city, 
Mr. La Barbera was a Frenchman a n i 
had been the attorney for Lupo, 
The 
band thought to frighten him into giving 
money and endeavored to intimidate him 
so that he would fear to refuse to give 
his best efforts in Lupo's defence. 
The 
lawyer was naturally 
frightened and 
turned the letter over to the Secret 
Service. 
Here is a very literal transla- 
tion of the letter:— 


"Illustrious Mr. L a w y e r W e , the en- 
tire gang of the Black Hand, beg of you 
to remit to us ?50,000 because^ we are re- 
duced with our back- to the wafi, that we 
cannot 
live any 
more, neither 
with 
threatening letters, or failures, neither 
with robbery, &c. 


"Therefore, the money you must con- 
sign to two persons with white handker- 
chiefs in their hands, who will present 
themselves during the itinerary that you 
must do and execute without giving word 
to Justice; because if you refuse you 
will he done up in pieces the same aa the 
one in the barrel of Eleventh street, or 
else you will meet the death of Petrosino 
at Palermo. 


"The street that you must go through 
is this. 
Leave in a coach from your of- 
fice with only a valise Avith the money 
in it at half-pa^t eight P. M., pursuing 
your way from your office to Elizabeth 
street at the corner of Prince street. Go 
down to Stanton street at the station of \ 
the elevated railroad and follow the same 
street with the tracks to Thirteenth 
street. The horse must go slowly and the j 
driver should have^a livery suit, very 
plain, .and m the case of had weather 
he will dress as he likes, wearing on his 
legs a white wool cover or a white robe 
and white gloves. During the drive there 
will present themselves two individuals, 
by you unknown, with an excuse that 
they want to talk to you. showing a white 
handerchief each. 
• 


"You must do nothing else than con- 
sign the said valise with $50,000 in it, 
and after this take your own road with- 
out fear, but failing to respond to the 
present letter of our invitation you wilt 


meet death sure in any place. Therefor^ 
the day that you must bring the money ia 
the tenth of December, at half-past eight 
P. M. 
You must leave yoar office Fri^ 
day night of this week." 
1 


There was no signature to the letter^ 
but it was mailed at the sub-post office 
in the drug store o£ Don Ga?paro, whera 
most of the letters of the Lupo Morell« 
gang were posted. 
1 


Those unacquainted with Black Hand 
methods -may be surprised to know hoW| 
these incri.ninating letters come to bd 
found in the possession of members of 
the society when they are arrested. Thi* 
is the reason:— 
¡ 


Morello or Lupo always knows toi 
whom blackm.ailin:; letters are sent. IÍ3 
the recipient of ^uch a letter is not ac- 
quainted with oi^e of the leaders of tha 
society some man in the confidence ofl 
Morello is sent to scrape an acquaint- 
ance with him. Sooner or later the sub^ 
ject of blackmailing letters is brought 
up. 
Under the clever guidance of the. 
Black Handcr ^the man who has received 
the letter is lee! to pour the story of hia 
trouble into a seemingly sympathetic ear. / 
The Black Hand scout is immediately all 
attention and helpfulness. 


"Ah, my friend," he says, "this is in- 
deed trouble. But I believe that I can 
help you. A friend of mine, while him- 
self an honorable and upright gentle- 
man, knows and has influence with many, 
malefactors from his native country. I 
will introduce you to him, and as you 
are a friend of mine he will assist you." 


The victim of the plot is then intro- 
duced to Morello or Lupo. 


"Have no fear," says Morello—if it U 
he. 
"I know the methods of these low, 
criminals. 
Sad it is that I must admit 
them to be countrymen of mine. But 
they do not kill for the sake of murder 
nor without due ceremony. 
Their main 
purpose is to get the money. 
So^ Ions 
as there is a chance of that they will let 
you live. 
But give- me the letter and I 
will see what I can do." 


In this way the leaders of the Black 
Hand gain the confidence and gratitude 
of the prospective victim, and them- 
selves keep in the background sor far as 
the actual blackmailing work goes. They 
also regain possession of the letter after 
it has had its desired effect, thus making 
it impossible for the victim to turn tha 
document over to the police and to trace 
the writer. 


News travels like wildfire in the under- 
world. 
No sooner had we entered th^ 
house of Morello, in East 106th street, 
than every member of the counterfeiting 
band in the neighborhood seemed to hear 
of it, and all did their best to get away. 
The Secret 
Service had men 
posted 
throughout the city watching the move- 
ments of all those we wished to arrest. 
On the other hand, the counterfeiters 
had scouts placed in every street where 
the leaders or those known to be under 
suspicion lived, and one of the first to 
be informed of the arrests by a scout was 
"Nick" Terranova, a half-brother of Mo- 
rello. 


Terranova was a man of action. 
He 
hurried into his clothes and ran to 
Milone's grocery store, in East Ninety- 
seventh street, to inform any of the gang 
who might be there that Giuseppe was 
arrested. 
Immediately the machinery of 
the society would be set in motion to 
work for his release, by fair means or 
foul. 


When "Nick" Terranova rushed ex- 
citedly into the ^grocery store he fairly 
bounded into the arms of Secret Service 
men, who were waiting there to pick up 
any of the gang who might happen along 
exactly as "Nick" did. 
His companions 
whom he had expected to find there were 
already under arrest at Police Head- 
quarters. 


"You are under arrest," said one of the 
men, as Terranova entered. 


The men stopped in his tracks as though 
he had come against a stone wall. 
His 
tongue protruded and his eyes rolled 
in a senseless manner. He stared at the 
men^in the store almost as though he 
were looking through them. 


They addressed him in English and he 
acted as though he had not heará them. 
One of the men spoke Italian, but Ter- 
ranova paid no attention to his questions. 
Suddenly he began to babble childishly, 
talking disconnectedly of things which 
had nothing to do with the situation. 


He was playing the part of an imbecile 
and he did it well. But he did not fool, 
the Secret Service men and he was hur- 
ried off; to Police Headquarters, where 
he proved about as garrulous as a clam. 


Lupo had a flourishing wholesale and 
retail grocery business in Hoboken, N. J., 
and felt secure from any interference Of 
the law. 
He moved with his family to 
Bath Beach for the summer, and had the 
piano which he had recently purchased 
sent to the house where he was living. 
I 
learned from the agent from whom he. 
had bought the instrument where it ha^ 
gone and immediately wen^t to work to 
arrest Lupo. 


One Sunday morning several of my 
men and mj'self saw Lupo walking on 
the street and approaching him suddenly 
we arrested him. 
He protested vehe- 
mently that we had no right to touch him, 
but finding that would not help he 
quietly offered one of the men $150 to fix 
it so that he could make his escape. 


Lupo was taken to the house where his 
fainily were stopping and the place was 
searched for evicTence, but none had been 
brought from their home in Hoboken. 
^jupo, angry and defiant, was locked up 
and the leaders of the Black Hand ia 
America were at last in the toils. 


The wives of Lupo and Morello aré 
sisters, and the families are now liring < 
together in New York, while tiieir hu»> 
bands are serving their prison ' tertngL 
The women are engaged in the xnaa«> 
facture of willow pluoMa.

His friends who liave come to see him 
off share in this attitude and only in 
words does the habit of the country still 
assert itself. 


There is every sort of emotional ex- 
pression except the verbal one. 


There arc mad or tender ombraces, 
sobs that almost shake the deck with 
tlieir tumn'tuons vehemence, free, child- 
like lam:hter of the sort which tells a 
story of burdens suddenly vanished into 
thin air.

For the moment tlie consciousness 0i 
a five days' crossing, the recollection of 
Avirele.ss, arc powerless to (iispel the 
feeling, IOIIL^ rooted in tradition, that the 
parting by water is a long parting. 
If 
one were going to South Anierica or to 
some parts of Canai^la, nmch farther in 
time from New York than I^ondon or 
Paris, the severing of connections would 
not seem so definite. 


Everybody feels relieved also, for the 
grea.t struggle is over. 
'J'he.re is no use 
to worry longer over one'.s baggage, the 
choice of ii boat, one's .steamer clothes, 
those last arrangements before leaving 
home. 


If everything isn't all right, well, then 
it can't be helped, and that's some com- 
fort. 


From that time on the limitations of 
one's existence are within the confines 
of an ocean steamsliip, with all the sky 
and all tlie water just over the sides. 
The small happenings of the daily ex- 
istence on the boat assume gigantic pro- 
portions. 


There is more difference of opinion 
about the right and the wrong way to 
go abroad than anything on earth ex- 
cept perhaps the right and the wrong 
way to interest one's husband or the 
righj and the wrong way to bring out 
one*s points of beaufj*. 


A quaint phase of human nature is 
shown in the fact that those who have 
never been 
abroad, have 
as 
decided 
theories on the subject as those who have. 


Men and women have almost severed 
lifelong friendships because they could 
uot persuade other men or women to go 
abroad in the waj' that they approved.

TQiis insures the best accommodations 
which are to be had for the money with- 
out-committing one to a special boat so 
far ahead as to prove an annoyance. 


Many experienced tourists have the 
most 'positive ideas as to the crosising. 
They know what room they want and 
they are unwilling to take any other, and 
are equally convinced that no other place 
in the entire steamship will suit them 


It isn't s. matter of better or worse, 


either. 
If they pick out a room they 
want it even if there are ever so many 
better ones to be had for the 
sami; 
money. 


A great many passengers write to a 
steamship company tor the same room 
that they had seven or eight~years be- 
fore. All rooms look alike to the steam- 
ship company, except that some are lo- 
cated more advantageously and cost more 
money. 
Biit it is not so with the pass- 
- engers. There are many reasons in addi- 
tion to cost and location which make 
them prefer one room to another. 


When the interior of a ship has been 
remodelled so that the numbers are 
shifted about, the loyal passengers are 
often deeply disappointed. 


"It doesn't seem like going abroad at 
all since 1 can't have that one room," 
complained one young' woman, "I've had 
it five times now and it does seem so 
honielike."

Feed it byvthe cloclc. 
From ¡birth 
to th^^ee months cfld, the child may be 
,fed eve^ry two, to

hours; Vrom three tto six montJis,, every 
two and ^ne-half tío three liours; from 
sftLmonthg\to a year,.every three hour.s.

Crying.- Children often cry v.-hcn put 
down to sloop. 
If tlu'v :ire let alono and 
not handled or talked to, th.ey will soon 
stop crying and go to sloop, 
(^rying is 
one way in wliicli children learn to ilo- 
velop their lungs. 
If children were lot 
plono ;in(l mMowed to bavo tiu'ir cry out. 
instead of being tossod and pettod and 
hushed, thoy would b.e far better for it. 
Don't foar tho crying child will rupture 
itself. 
Letting tho Baby Alono.—^^^lon 
it is awake, do not get it in tho habit of 
being hold, eiithor by its mother or by 
otiier children. 
Constant daily holding, 
passing it from one arm to the other, 
tends to make it fretful, cross or sici-:. 
No man (n* woman would like to be held, 
tossed 
or tumbled 
around for 
several 
houi's, daily bu a much larger 
poison. 
• This is just what too frequently happens 
to the child. 
A child likes to ]day by 
itself. 
Therefore, let the child 
alone, 
with some one to wat-ch it. but not to 
handle it. 


CLOTHING. 


Do not put too much clothing on a 


food for ''bottle children"' is clean, fresh 
milk that has not boon skinnnod, from 
cows that have been tuberculin tested 
{»reparod accoidiiig to tiie direction given 
by the physician, or the direction given 
in this pamphlet. 


Cow's milk v.ithout water in it should 
never lie fed to very young babies, be- 
cause it contains moi'o choosy matter and 
less fat than mother's milk. 
The cheosy 
matter in cow's milk, when in the child'.s 
stomach, forms large curds, wliich are 
harder to digest than the smaller curd.s 
in mother's milk. 
Th-'roforo, in feeding 
"bottle children," it is necessary to ])ut 
water in tho cow's milk, both to lessen 
the amount of cheosy matter and to break 
up the curd into smaller particles so that 
the child 
may 
digest 
the 
milk 
more 
easily. Jiemember. baby has one stoinacli 
to digest the little curds of its mother's 
milk, a calf has four stomachs to digest 
the big curds of cow's milk. 
When the 
milk is thus diluted, a quantity of cream 
and sugar which it naturally contains is 
lessened, and therefore an 
amounti»-of 
cream and suanr should be added to make 
up this deficiency. 


Keep the Milk Sweet. 


The rea.son for diluting cow's milk hav- 
ing been explained, it is now necessary 
to show (I) how food should be prepared, 
(2) how it shall be fed. and (3) how the 
n)ilk, bottles and nipples shall be kept 
clean, so that the child shall have a pure 
clean, easily digestible food suited to its 
wants and its particular age. 


To keep milk sweet, g c t j t from a milk- 
man whose cart, cans and horse look 
clean. 
If you know where his cows are 
kept, look at the cows and look at his 
stable, and see if they are clea.n. Or ap- 
ply to the health bureau for information 
concerning your milkman. 
Get yotir milk 
in a pail, with a cover, that you keep for 
the putpose. 
See that the pail is well 
washed, scalded and turned upside down 
when not in use. 
Always keep the cover 
on the pail when it contains milk. 


Always keep milk coA'ered up. 
Keep 
the rim of the cover as clean as the pail

of cold water around the pail.

cool, but if you jiossibly can keep \our 
milk directly on ic;e or in ice water. 


How to Feed From the Bottle. 


There are two ways in wliich to feed a 
baby: 
I'irst .and best, to food according 
to tlie child's weight in pounds, and sec- 
ond, the coTnmonor way, to feed accord- 
ing to the age of the child. 
Tho reason 
the first way is the best is because it 
has been found there is a relation lie- 
tween the weight of the baby and the 
size of its stomach. 
If the babj' is a lit- 
tle baby it has a little stomach and docs 
not need so much food; if it is a big 
baby, it has a bigger stomach and needs 
more food. 


To Prepare Food. 


Have two one-quart bottles and two 
rubber corks, one for use every 
other 
day, or a covered pail or saucepan. "Wash 
the bottle to be used in sal soda water 
—a teaspoonful of sal soda dissolved in 
water—with a long-handled brush, and 
rinse well in hot water two or three 
times. 


Milk, water and sugar, with the addi- 
tion of cream when advised by physiciaji 
or nurse, should be put into the milk 
pail, or saucepan, brought just to a boil, 
put into the clean, rinsed quart bottle, 
or if pail has cover, leave in the covered 
pail; allowed to cool, corked with a rub- 
ber cork and set away in a cool place; 
or the milk may be put into the nursing 
bottles and these ptit directly on ice 
Tliis food should he prepared fresh every 
day. 
Any 
food left over should 
be 
thrown away. 


To Clean Bottles. 


To feed babies from a bottle, have at 
least two bottles. Use round bottles with 
round bottoms, they are 
more 
easily 
cleaned. 
To clean the bottles, get a Avire 
brush, first rmse the bottles well with 
cold water, then put in the bottles a lit- 
tle washing soda and hot water, scrub 
well and rinse with water several times; 
then put the bottles in a pan with hot 
water and boil for five minutes, then fill 
the bottle with water, add a little piece 
of washing soda the size of a pea, and 
let this water stand in the bottle until 
ready 
use the bottle 
for 
feeding. 
Never let the bottle stand with milk in 
it. 
Never use a bottle with a long rub- 
ber tube. 


Nipples. 


Have a t least two nipples. 
When the 
child is done feeding and when the bot 
tie is being Avashed, turn the nipple in- 
side out, wash it in soda water, boil it 
and keep it in soda water until ready 
for use. 


Be sure the baby does not get tho food 
too fast; 
if it does it will make it 
vomit. 


SLEEP. 
/ 


Bed.—Never put' a baby to sleep uopn 
a feather pillow, and never putjt to sleep 
upon any kind of bed with a rubber elojth 
or oilcloth upon the bed. 
Such a bed 
makes both the baby's back and head 
hot. 
When the baby is taken up from 
such a bed its clothes are wet 
with 
sweat, and the babyv is yery apt to take 
cold. 
Therefore, guch beds are not good 
beds upon which to put babies. 


The" best kind of a bed for a baby is a 
bed made of excelsior covered with cheese 
cloth. 
This excelsior may lae obtained 
at any furniture store or factory for a 


child in warm weather. 
Thè bellyband 
is not a good thing for a child to wear, 
neither is a ]>inning-blankct. 
One inter- 
feres Avith'the movements of the child's 
bowels, and makes it costive: the other, 
with tho movement of its legs. 
Both 
nniko the child fretful and help to bring 
on diarrhoea. 
I'nloss a child is very 
delicate, 
its 
(tlothing in hot 
weather 
should consist of a shirt, petticoat, cot- 
ton dress and diaper. 
Diapers should be 
of cotton cloth. 
They should be changed 
as soon as wet, and should be immedi- 
ately put into hot soda water and washed 
out. 
Every 
time 
the child's bowels 
move, the part should be well washed, 
and all the creases about tha'^- part of its 
body should be cleaned out. 
The baby 
is often made sore because it is not well 
washed, because baby powdeJ" is put on 
it while it is still dirty, because 
the 
diapers are not washed out, but are only 
dried and put on «again. 


BATHING. 


A baby should be bathed every morn- 
ing regularly at a certain honr, in water 
one or two degrees warmer than it own 
body. 
If you have no thermometer, test 
the water by putting your face into it. 
Never test it by the arm or liand. 
It i 
better to put the child in the bathtub or 
washtub. 
If the water is neither too 
cold nor too warm, the child will always 
enjoy its bath. The reason why children 
sometimes do not like a bath is because 
they have been put into it w-hen the 
wa.ter is too hot or too cold. 
Cliildren's 
skins are very 
sensitive. 
In 
warm 
weather a bath 
may be given in the 
evening as well as in the morning. 


RULES FOR SICK CHILDREN. 


If a cliild becomes sick in hot weather, 
tak^ off all its clothes except the diaper, 
and put on a night dress. 
If its skin is 
hot, wipe it all over with cool water sev- 
eral times and do not wipe it dry; let 
the water evaporate and thus carry off 
some of the fever. 
Give it all the cool 
Avater it will drink. 


If it vomits, and this it usually does, 
do not give it any food; give it water. 
Do not give it any medicine, but put 
some lime water in a glass and give it a 
teaspoonful every hour until the phy- 
sician comes. 
If it should have a con- 
vulsion, put it in a warm bath and pour 
cool water on its head; but do not do 
this if it should have a convulsion di- 
rectly after a meal. 
Nothing but harm 
can Ije done by giving tho child cordials 
or teas, or anything to stop it from 
vomiting or to stop its diarrhoea. 
A 
child vomits and has diarrhoea because 
something, 
either some • sour or dirty 
milk, or someNfood that it can not digest, 
has-got into its stomach, and it vomits 
and has diarrhoea because it is trying 
to get rid of the food that is making 
it sick.

Divorce I nknown. 
Mexico can claim innocence of divorce, 
though its absence does not always in- 
dicate domestic felicity. 
A man 
añd 
]iis wife often live under the same roof 
and do not speak for years, each admir- 
ing the silent grit of the other. 
The 
very pattern of their homes, with prison- 
like windows, seems to foster exclusive- 
ness. 
Domestic freedom, as understood 
ny Americans, is absent. 
Harmony does 
not 
always 
prevail 
even 
among 
the 
nearest of kin. and family feuds often 
lead to stabbings, duels and deaths. 


Marriage with the Mexicans is a for- 
midable 
undertaking, 
since 
two 
cere- 
monies are necessary if one wishes the 
blessing of the Church as .well as the 
civil service, without which the union 
can not be legalized. 
I>ospite the fact 
that' the bridegroom must supply 
the 
entire bridal outfit, the house and its 
furnishings, bachelors are not numer- 
ous. 
Marriage in the higher classes or 
among the Creoles 
is arranged by the 
parent'j. 
The principals in the affair 
are rarely if ever consulted. 


Among the peons the girls are usually 
mated, if not married, at thirteen, and, 
though poverty prevente a priest's bless- 
ing, the couples manago to remain faith- 
ful without i t 


Mexicans make better lovers than hus- 
bands, for they are ideal in their ex- 
travagant 
homage 
to sweethearts 
and 
carry 
their 
wooing to an extent 
that

be deemed 
insane 
in 
America. 
iDelicate 
and 
elaborate 
compliments 
characteristic of Latin races, the music 
of guitar and the balcony play an im- 
portant part in their courtship. 


"Hacer el osa," as the Mexicans call 
it, is the main feature of pdpular woo- 
^ ing. 
The phrase takes its name from 
i the lover's restless walking (like a caged 
bear) before the casement of his inamo- 
rita. 
Back of her curtain the coquet- 
tish señorita watches, and, if favoring 
the suit of her wooer, flirts with the 
wordless telegraphy of eyes and fan, or, 


perhaps, 
as

encouragement, 
drops him a flower, which he cherishes. 
It 
is an elaborate code, that 
includes 
smuggled letterL con\eypc¡ by the char- 
coal vender or watei' carrier.

The aristocracy of the City of Mexico 
cares for no social relations with Amer- 
icans. 
Whether this is due to avereion 
or jealousy it is hard to decide. 
They 
are loath 
to admit 
Americans 
to 
the 
privacy of their homes, for the American 
in Mexico is usually a mercenary, 
en- 
gaged in commercial strife and the race 
for dollars. 
The 
impulsive 
nature 
of 
the ^Mexican makes it hard for him to 
stand the American's mattcr-o.^-fact tem- 
perament. 
This is true of the relation 
also bet^\'een .Nniorican women and Mex- 
ican men. 
The women 
of the 
United 
States 
find the ideas of 
tlie r;!ce;j so 
radically 
opi)osed 
that 
marriage 
with i 
Mexican soñors seldom .'•-pells happine.ss 
or even harmony. 
The Mexican hus-hand 
does not give his wife either the com- 
panionshij") or confidence the American 
worn;!!! craves and 
e.vpccts. 
However,

Americans 
and 
-Mexicans 
have 
seemingly enjoyed connubial bliss. liowie, 
the hero of the Alamo, v.iu.s;' name has 
been bequea thed ' to a murderous knife, 
married a señorita : as lias also many 
another frontiersman, for the beauty of 
tiiese women v\ hen thej- are young, oven 
among the plainer classes, far exceeds 
that of the average American girl. 
Occa- 
sionally, also, a Mexican weds an Amer- 
ican woman, for the late Princc:\s .Itur- 
bide,

the 
adopted son of the ill-fated ^Maximilian, 
was 
a 
Miss 
(ireen, 
of 
Washington. 
Señor Don 
Mnrtias 
Romero, a 
distin- 
guished diplomatist, married Mi.^s Lula 
Allen, of NeAv York, when he was Min- 
ister from Mexico to the United 
States. 


The truth remains, though, that INIex- 
icans distrust Americans far more than 
Americans 
distrust 
them. 
Since 
the 
acquisition of the 600,000 .square miles 
ceded by Me xico to the United 
States 
after the victories of Scott and Taylor 
the Mexicans have secretly feared 
the 
dominance of Americans. 
The lesson of 
the Alamo taught them the disaster that 
folloAvs American 
colonization in 
Mex- 
ican provinces. 
Their land, satisfied in 
the. traditions of centuries, cares as little 
for American people as it does for Amer- 
ican push. 
Progress to the Mexican is 
a nuisance, a bore; for life holds for him 
the

ama.ssing wealth. 
Nature supplies 
his 
needs with prodigal lavishness—then why 
worry? 
T h a t is his creed. 
The Mexican 
women 
are 
not 
happy 
in the 
United 
States, but long for the seclusion of their 
own homes and the congenial 
company 
that discusses fancy work rather 
than 
politics.

The married 
Me.-iican lady does 
not 
go much into society, as custom 
keeps 
her from mixed assemblies, and her hori- 
zon 
does 
not 
extend 
beyond 
husband, 
home and children. 
Such is their ma-

for their sons to leave them to enter 
business in cities, and much of the lack 
of progress in this land, so rich in unde- 
veloped wealth, is due to the unwilling- 
ness of the Mexicans to sever ties of 
home and mothers' tears at 
separation.

With the ascendancy of Diaz a system

The public schools of Mexico, however,

There 
are 
separate 
schools for 
the 
sexes, more largely patronized by boys 
than by girls, 
for 
the 
Mexicans who 
are able prefer to employ teachers and 
keep their daughters at home. 
Primary 
instruction is compulsory. 


Religion is not taught in the schools, 
for that, says Diaz, "is for the family to 
do. The Slate should teach oaly scholar- 
ship, 
industry 
and 
patriotism." 
As 
parents prefer private tutors for their 
girls or continue 
to patronize 
church 
schools, foreigners have few opportuni- 
ties to judge of their intelligence, though 
most of them appear as sprightly as the 
men. 
Mexican women have always been 
capable with the needle and shuttle and 
their embroideries and weaving have ex- 
cited the admiration of women of other 
lands. 
Their 
linen drawmwork 
is re- 
markable and is praised everywhere for 
the intricacy of its patterns and its per- 
fect neatness. 
Little do the American 
women realize or appreciate when buy- 
ing iMexican mats and tablecloths on the 
Boardwalk 
at Atlantic City that such 
marvels of linen spider webs come from 
hands accustomed 
to drudgery.

are the work of humble and 
ignorant 
w^omen of the poorest classes, made in 
the floorless adobe and bamboo huts of 
the improvident

Spain to deck the tables of Americaiios, 
whose pet Chihuahua dogs enjoy more

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luxuries than these poor souls have ever 
seen. 


Love 
and 
religion

but they do not always suffice, for her

Few women in the United Stales r(>al- 
ize that when it comes to fashion the 
City of Mexico is far nearer the stylos 
worn in Paris than any other community 
this side of the Atlantic. 
In the ele- 
gant Plaza, planned by poor Carlotta, 
one sees a magnificence of dress lluit is 
as beautiful as astonishing when com- 
pared with the coarse cotton 
rcbozas 
worn by the peon women, who are not 
allowed to crowd the avenues intended 
for the rich, but are made to promenade 
in walks set aside for their class. A.t the 
Corrida do Tora 
the Mexican 
ladies 
have the same opportunity for display- 
ing finery as is afforded by the opera in 
other lands. 
There is an old proverb 
imported from 'Madrid that runs, "Six 
days shalt thou do nothing, but on the 
seventh shalt thou go to the bull fight.'' 
This commiind for the observance of the 
Sabbath is rigidly in favor still in the 
City of Mexico, for no sport holds as 
strong a claim in the affections of the 
Mexican people as the fiesta de toro.

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Here one sees the bright sparkling eyes 
and clear olive skin that have made the 
Mexican beauty famous the world over. 
These mestizas are a fine type of the'

A Cabbage Pest. 


The white cabbage butterfly -which 
came to us from Europe about fifty 
years ago, is now one of our common- 
est butterflies, and may be seen 
flitting 
about ev^rj'where from early spring 
until late fall. 
It is one of the worst 


"White Cabbage Butterflies. 


pests that the cabbage grower has to 
contend 
with 
unless 
measures 
are 
taken to prevent its ravages, and hap- 
pily this Is a matter of no great difTi- 
culty. 
The butterfly lays her eggs on 
the leaves of the food-i>lant; the cater- 
pillars are velvety green and 
almost 
exactly the color of the leaves upon 
which they are feeding; when at rest 
they lie at length upon the midrib and 
are not easily seen. 
There are 
two 
broods in the year, the latter 
being 
much the more numerous, and some- 
times a third 
brood, if the 
autumn 
should be fine and warm. 
The cater- 
pillars riddle the outer leaves and then 
burrow into the heads, devouring the 
substance and spoiling the plant for 
table use by their ex<-rement. 
Besides 
cabbages 
and 
cauliflowers they 
also 
attack mignonette and nasturtiums. 


Pyrenthum powder is thoroughly ef- 
fective. 
One pound should be mixed 
with four pounds of cheap 
flour 
and 
kept in an air-tiKht .1ar or canister for 
24 hours so the poison may be thor- 
oughly 
incorporated 
with 
the 
flour. 
The plants infested should be dusted 
with the mixture with a small bellows 
or in a cheesecloth bag tapped lightly 
with a slender rod. 
This powder will 
kill insects but is harmless to h u m a n 
beings. 
Pyrenthum powder—2 ounces 
—dissolved in three gallons of luke- 
warm water used as a spray, will kill 
all the caterpillars it reaches at once. 
Paris green and other virulent poisons 
should never be applied to cabbages 
and vegetables of any kind that Tive 
Intended for table use.

FLIES-DANGEROUS TO HAVE IN THE HOUSE

It Has Become Known in Recent Years That Flies Are Transmitters of Diseases, and Therefore, A r e Dangerous to Mankind 
—Siich Disease^ as Typhoid, Tuberculosis, Cholera Infantum, and. Many Others A r e Spread By Flies. 


One of the most common and widely 
distributed of household posts is the 
common- 
fly. 
This insect, which 
has 
been given but little consideration until 
recently now attracts wide 
attention 
on account of the fact that it is a con- 
veyor of ail sorts of diseases. 
Besides 
carrying germs of typhoid fever, dys- 
entery, cholera, and numerous 
other 
dreaded diseases, it is possible that it 
may' 
also 
carry 
smallpox, 
leprosy, 
plague, erysipelas, anxl other germs. 


The best fly preventive is to prevent 
fly breeding. 
The sccond best is to 
keep things so clean as to prevent fly 
feeding. 
The third best thing is to 
defend oneself against the 
flies 
that 
have come. 
Sometimes it will be pos- 
sible tcKscreen them away. 
This works 
well enough with dwellings. 
The few 


Sticky fly paper has some 
advan- 
«tages and s"bme disadvantages. 
A few 
saucers containing a mixture of one 
I pint oft, water, .one tablespoonful of 
formaldehyde 
(commonly 
known 
as 
formalin), and 
one tablesooonful of 
sugar will be efficacious, if not much 
water is exposed in the room. 


The 
proposers 
recommend 
that 
pieces of bread saturated wifh this so- 
lution be placed in plates and 
these 
exposed in p'aqes inaccessible to chil- 
dren and domestic animals. 


When the place Is not being used it 
should be darkened, whereupon fly pa- 
per, fly traps, 
or fly poison, 
placed 
near an undarkened window, will be 
doubly effective. 


The Connecticut experiment station 
has made some tests to determine how 
thickly populated with germs are flies 
from different places. -To begin with, 
our old enemy, the blue bottle fly, is 
not much of an enemy after all. 
In 


Biting Iiouscily. 


flies that get into a well screened house 
can be swatted, or caught with paper, 
or killed with poison. 


Where the doors are opening con- 
stantly, 
screens 
are 
sometimes 
of 
little service and sometimes none at 
all. 
Under these circumstances, what 
is to be done? 


Usually it will be possible to protect 
the food supply with cases, screens, or 
mosquito bar. 
Anything kept in the 
icebox wl'l be protected. 
Flies sud- 
denly entering an atmosphere of 60 
will escape if they can. 
If not, they 
slow up. 
At about 48 they lose their 
ability to fly. At 27, five degrees be- 
llow freezing, most of them die. 


The best method of ridding a dairy 
barn, milk house, or store of flies will 
depend on the n u m b e r present and on 
other considerations. 
When flies are 
abiindant the use of fly traps is the 
most effective method. 


A greenhea<l fly. 


addition to being so shy as to be h a r m - 
less. he is not thickly populated. 
He 
only carries 300,000 germ passengers. 
Swill barrel flies average about 3,000,- 
000, pig pen flies about 1.000,00, and 
dwelling house flies nearly 900,000. 


Swill barrel flies, pig pen flies, and 
dwelling 
h'ouse 
flies 
are 
the 
same 
species of insect. 
The only difference 
is in the degree of dirtiness.

The fly is a most voracious 
eater. 
We have heaid that he Is a most ap- 
palling breeder, but his 
gastronomic 
ability has not had muc?i notice. 
A' 
satiated housefly, preening ;himself on 
a piece of pie, weighs nearly twice as 
much as when he began to eat. 
When 
fed plenty of moist food he deposits a 
fly speck every flve minutes. 
He will 
eat anything as well as 
everything. 
Because sputum is f r o m a case of con- 
sumption or excretions are f r o m a case 
of typhoid is no reason why they do 
not appeal to the flj^'s palate. 
Being 
fond of filth, as well as of clean food; 
being fond of dirty places, naturally 


they have ^ a n y germ diseases of their 
own.

There are epidemics affecting flies as 
well as opidemics affected by flies. But 
what matters it if a few millions are 
killed by germs when so many millions 
can quickly breed? 
Nothing with the 
feeding and breeding power of a fly Is 
at any great disadvantage f r o m germs. 
It is the h u m a n being that expects to 
produce but a few of its kind that must

fight off the enemies to keep the race 
alive. 


Flies are of no consequence except 
as they affect the food. 
They do not 
start any disease. 
They serve to carry 
them from one place to another. 
One 
f a r m e r may get typhoid in his milk 
and then spread typhoid to a hundred 
farmers' milk by emptying it into a 
common vat. 
F r o m this common vat 
5 00 consumers may obtain their milk. 
Thus typhoid may be spread all over a 
town. 
But about the only chance for 


solid food like bread, meat, and sugar 
to spread typhoid is thi:pugh the help 
of flies. A man's water faucet taps the 
same pipe as that of another man, a 
man's milk bottle is filled from the 
same can as another'.?—but the only 
link between two men's bread is our 
enemy, the Fly. 
If the one has a com- 
municable disease, the fly, forgetting 
all about quarantine, travels with his 
saddle bags loaded with germs f r o m 
him who hath to him who hath not. 


'.'Swat the fly early and late," is what 
the health officials of the city of Chi- 
cago are endeavoring to have the resi- 
dents of that city do in an effort to 
prevent the spreading of disease by 
the little pests

officials are endeavoring to bring home 
are set forth in the following para- 
graphs:

It is advised that housewives sprin- 
kle a solution of one part of formalde- 
hyde to ten parts of water in their 
garbage containers during the 
warm 
months, to kill not only odors, but flies 
and vermin. 


When 
Rosenau 
discovered 
that 
stable flies could carry infantile paraly- 
sis, the interest in this fly increased 
materially. The farmers already knew 
of the h a r m f r o m this 
fly. 
In addi- 
tion to spreading infantile paralysis, 
Jennings and King of the bureau of 
entomology say it may spread pellagra. 
The 
diseases 
of 
domestic 
animals 
spread by it are anthrax, swamp fever, 
glanders, 
septicemia, 
surra, 
souma, 
and, maybe, round worm. 


Asparagus Rust.

Asparagus rust is a very common 
disease and i.« familiar to every grower 
of this vegetable. 
It has three dis- 
tinct stages. 
The first is known as thd

In fighting -lies, it is most Important 
to concentrate attention on fly breed- 
ing places. 
Next in importance comes 
fly feeding places. 
Flies require such 
an enormous volume of fooJ that we 
can accomplish something by keeping 
things free f r o m fly food. 
Most im- 
portant 
is care 
of 
the 
garbage—no 
garbage on the ground, a clean 
can 
well covered and frequent removal. 


But efforts toward dimin shlng fly 
food should not stop at garbage. 
Ex- 
posure of foods to the flies in stores 
must be stopp -7. Confectionery, fruits, 
vegetables, 
meats, 
and 
general 
bulk 
groceries must 
not be exposed. 
In 
some states, laws covering this point 
are enforced. 
In others they are a 


Blue-hottle 
fly.

In addition, biting flies worry stock 
so much that they cannot work 
ef- 
ficiently. 
Animals get thin and milk 
cows sometimes go off 40 to 60 per 
cent in the amount of milk produced. 


F. C. Bishopp, of the United vStates 
bureau of entomologj-, tells us that the 
stable fly breeds largely in straw. 
Old 
strawstacks in the fields are the worst 
offenders. 
Bishopp's advice is to burn 
these stacks or else to spread the straw, 
and plow it in deep. 
When a heavy 
rain falls on freshly thrashed 
straw 
conditions for fly, breeding are at their 
worst. 
Manure 
containing 
straw 
is 
anothe- breeding place of importance. 


To keep the flies off, Bishopp advises 
a mixture of fish oil (one gallon), oil 
of pine tar" (two ounces), oil of penny- 
royal 
(two 
ounces), 
and 
kerosene 
(one-half a pint). 


The flsh-oil mixture, if faithfully ap- 
plied, win serve as a repellant against 
flies as long as It retains Its effective- 


Good Stock Necessary For Good Profits 


In order to get the best results m 
poultry raising, or In fact, in any line 
of live stock work, it is necessary to 
have good stock to work with. 
Thus 
is as true of f a r m poultry kept for the 
production of eggs and meat as of the 
fanciers' fowls raised largely for exhi- 
bition purposes. 
The only difference 
is that the fowls are measured by a 
different standard. 
No matter 
what 
the stock is kept for, it should be the 
best obtainable for the use to which It 
is to be put. 


W h a t 
we keep 
poultry 
for, 
w h a t 
condition we have to keep the 
flock 
under, or our personal likes and dis- 
likes, make some difference in the var- 
iety we select, but 
there 
are 
some 
points which should be kept in mind 
no matter what variety is selected or 
what use Is made of them. 
No mat- 
ter 
what 
special 
branch 
of 
poultry 
keeping Is engaged in, it is necessary 
to have strong,, vigorous fowls if the 
best , results are to be obtained. 
The 
weakling, no matter how good it may 
be in some other respect,, should never 
have a place in the breeding pen. 


In selecting a male to head the flock, 
the first consideration should be vigor. 
He should be courageous, always will- 
ing to fight for and defend his mates, 
active and hustling, and should have 
a strong crow. 
The hen 
should 
be 
active and busy, early off the roost ih 
t h e morning, late in going in at night, 
always on the move hunting for food. 


The f a r m e r wants a fowl that is ac- 
tive enough to forage for a good part 
of its living. 
A large part of the pro- 
fit which comes f r o m f a r m poultry Is 
m a d e out of the waste products which 
t h e fowls find for themselves.- 
Fojvls 
are naturally gleaners and 
scanven- 
gers, and while some m a y object to 
this latter term it is a fact that in 
m a n y places they are kept to utilize 
waste products. 
On the f a r m under 
the best management this would con- 
Bist of grass, grain wasted in harvest- 
ing and insect life of different kinds 
found in the 
field. 
In other cases the 
hens forage in the stable barn yard, and 
m a n u r e shed. 
Many people, keeping 
a few fowls in a small lot, add greatly 
to the profit derived f r o m thom 
by 
utilizing the waste from^the house. 
A 
large part of 
the 
ordinary 
kitchen 
waste can be used to good advantage 


for feeding fowls if it is kept in good 
condition 
and 
nothing 
put 
with 
it 
which would be injurious, such as tea 
leaves, coffee grounds, or soapy water. 


The f a r m fowls in many cases raise 
their own young, and this eliminates 
the egg breeds such as Leghorns or 
Minorcas, which do not as a rule, be- 
come broody. 
If, however, incubators 
are used and eggs are the 
principal 
product wanted, especially if there Is a 
preference 
for 
white-sheTed 
eggs, 
these varieties will give good satisfac- 
tion. 
For the average farm, 
where 
both eggs and m a r k e t 
chickens 
are 
wanted, one of the general 
purpose 
breeds will probably give the best re- 


Proflt-maklng stock. 


suits. 
In this class we have the Ply- 
mouth P.,ocks, Wyandottes, Rhode Is- 
land 
Reds, 
and 
Orpingtons. 
Good 
stock of these varieties will be found 
to be good egg producers as well as 
making fine table poultry. 


The town or small lot poultryman 
wants fowls that can be kept in small 
quarters and stand confinement well. 
The Leghorns, being light, active birds, 
are hard to keep In small yards, and 
high fences are necessary. 
On ac- 
count of their active, nervous disposi- 
tion they do not do as well under these 
conditions as where they have abun- 
dant range and the benefit 
derived 
from their good foraging qualities Is 
lost.

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


The needs of each farming commu- 
nity and how they may tre supplied 
have not been overcome or solved in 
very many places because of the lack 
^of leadership; 
Someone who has the 
training and who can give his entire 
time to the work of assisting in the 
development of a better agriculture 
and country life is needed in every 
county of the United States. 
It has 
been suggested by some, that every 
gr&.duate of a state agricultural col- 
lege should consider himself 
respon- 
sible for the social and agricultural 
conditions of 
his neighborhood 
and 
to work for Its upbuilding. 


When things go wrong, the first Idea 
tff everybody is to find someone to 
blame for It 


By the eradication of the cattle tick, 
the use of good, pure bred beef bulls, 
the improvement of the pasture lands, 
and a closer study of the cattle busi- 
ness, the south will develop into a 
great cattle raising section, and'should 
contribute largely to the supply 
of 
meat in the next two decadcs. 
In no 
case 
should 
high-priced, 
high-bred 
stock be brought from tick-free terri- 
tory until the farm upon which they 
are to be kept has been rid of ticks. 


Before turning the cows out on the 
new grass flll them up with hay. Then 
they will not be greedy for the grass 
and will not 
eat enough to • injure 
them.

The stall floor in the horse stable 
should be level, Inclined planes are in- 
jurious. 
T,he horse is forced to stand 
inib, cramped position and if continued 
through a number of years generally

permanently 
disabled. 
In- 
clined floors are usually constructed to 
afford drainage, but it is much better 
tO" supply enough bedding to absorb 
all liquids than to have them, seep 
away and ferment, later to aggravate 
the horses' eyes and nose by pungent 
ammonia fumes. 
Nine feet by 4% or 
5 is about the proper .-Ize for stalls for 
the 
working 
horses. 
Stalls 
should 
never be six feet wide for then the 
horses may turn and there Is danger 
of casting. 


The boards along the sides of the 
stalls should run lengthwise in order 
to 
prevent 
wounds 
from 
sliver^ 
Boards running up and down break 
easier and are not as 
flexible. 
It does 
not matter so much what sort of a 
floor is put in as the care taken cif it. 
Plenty of bedding must be used at all 
times. 
If cement is used, rou^h finish 
it to prevent slipping and crippling.

No. 2, clu.ster-cup form; No. 3, 
spores from clu.ster-cup; No. 4, sum- 
mer .stage spores; No. 5, resting 
or

"cluster-cup" stage or the spring form. 
In this stage the spores are produced 
in 
cup-shaped 
pustules, 
which 
are 
grouped 
in 
oval 
clusters 
and 
are 
orange 
yellow 
when 
mature. 
This 
stage is seldom noticed by asparagus 
growers. 


The second or summer stage is the 
one usually first noticed by the grow- 
ers, and called by them "red-rust" on 
account 
of 
the 
elongated 
reddish- 
brown pustules which are seen break- 
ing through the skin of the stem. 
In 
these 
pustules 
reddish, 
one-celled 
spores are produced, kno\yi as uredo- 
spores. 
It is the sumrrter or 
"red- 
rust" stage that the disease 
spreads 
most rapidly and appears to do the 
greatest amount of harm. 


Towards fall, or whenever th^» vital- 
ity of the asparagus plants is reduced, 
the third and final stage, known as the 
"black rust" or winter stage appears, 
due to the ifact that the red spores in 
tha. pustules 
are replaced 
by 
dark- 
brown, two-celled, thick-walled spores. 
These germinate in the spring and pro- 
duce the first stage again. 


Rust may be largely controlled by 
spraying 
with 
resin-Bordeaux 
f r o m 
July to September, at intervals of ten 
days or two weeks. 
This is a difficult 
and rather costly undertaking and will 
hardly 
pay 
except 
on 
large 
areas. 
Dusting with 
flowers 
of sulphur 
has 
given goqd results. 
Cutting and burn- 
ing all the diseased stems will help 
to keep the rust in check. 
Rust re- 
sistant varieties should be planted. 


One good point in favor of the sep- 
arator is its p.bility to get practically 
all the cream of the milk which no 
other 
system 
of 
creaming 
does 
so 
thoroughly; then the separator takes 
the cream f r o m new milk before dis- 
agreeable or injurious o^ors or taints 
have become present.

The modem poultry house usually 
depends upon ventilation to prevent 
it from becoming uncomfortable from 
excessive humidity,, which is an ex- 
ceedingly difficult t h i i ^ to do during 
a prolonged period of damp weather. 
Litter is usually of such material that 
it absorbs water readily and at such 
times as mentioned above becomes "in- 
tolerably damp. Because of the fowls' 
close and constant contact, damp llttei 
causes more colds and cases of roup 
than extremely low temperatures, and 
is on that account most damaging to 
the health of the fowls which can en- 
dure dirty litter almost to the point of 
filthiness 
with less harmful effect. 


Remove' the 
damp litter at 
once 
even though it has just been put in. 
No litter at all would be better than 
damp litter. 
Occasionally, one must 
expect to find the weather against him. 
Even 
poultrymen 
cannot 
expect 
to 
find it all sunshine. 
Make the best of 
it and supply^new and dry litter at a 
trifling cost rather t:ian sustain big 
losses in fowls or 
egg-production— 
probably both.—A. C. Smith.

What Causes 


Hog Cholera 


Hog cholera Is caused by a germ 
that exists in the blood. 
It is an or- 
ganism apparently so small that the 
most 
powerful 
microscopes 
do 
not 
show it. However, it is easy to demon- 
strate its presence by inoculating 
a 
small part of the blood from a sick 
hog Into a well one, which produces 
the hog cholera. 


Hog 
cholera 
is 
a 
disease 
which 
seems to be stopped to a degree by 
the frosts of winter, although 
frost 
cannot be said to stop a case after it 
has taken hold of Its victim. 
How- 
ever, it seems to prevent the 
rapid 
spread of the disease. 
The result is 
that in spring time the affection is as a 
rule at the lowest ebb but Increases 
rapidly from that time until fall. 


Hog cholera does not seem to affect 
any particular 
breed 
of hogs 
more 
than another, and while generally the 
careless farmer is more apt to have 
the disease among his hogs than the 
careful 
one, 
the 
disease 
sometimes 
occurs where the conditions are sani- 
tary. 
It is hoped that the work of 
exterminating cholera may be extend- 
ed gradually until the disease is com- 
pletely controlled or eliminated. 
The 
fact that hog cholera Is carried not 
only by the hogs themselves, but by 
birds,-dogs, streams and even on the 
feet of men going from one farm to 
another shows how necessai-y it Is that 
the campaign now being carried on 
in 
many 
parts' of 
the 
country 
be 
thorough and that farmers exert their 
best efforts to assist in the v/ork. 


THAT 
PEST — THE 
COCKROACH. 


That this pest has long been known 
in this country is evident from the fol- 
lowing description written in 1748 in 
Catersby's Natural History of 
Caro- 
lina: 


The 
Cockroach.—These 
are 
very 
troublesome and destructive 
vermin, 
and are so numerous knd voracious 
that it is Iptipossible to keep victuals 
of any kind from being devoured by 
them without close covering. 
They 
are flat, arrd so thin that few chests 
or boxes can exclude them. 
They eat 
not 
only 
leather, 
parchment, 
and 
woolen>but linen and paper. 
They 
disappear In \s;inter and appear most 
numerous in the hottest days in sum- 
mer. 
It is at night they commit their 
depredations, and bite people in their 
beds, especially children's flngers that 
are 
greasy. 
They 
lay 
innumerable 
eggs, creeping into the holes of old 
walls'«nd rubbish, where they lie tor- 
pid all the winter. 
Some have wings 
and others are without—perhaps of 
different sexes.

Preventing Depredations By Crows and Hawks 


One of the chief difliculties that the 
poultryman has to contend with Is the 
continued loss or chicks, and 
some- 
times even of nearly full-grow birds, 
as a cosequence of the depredations of 
natural 
enemies. 
It is safe to 
say 
that the magnitude of the loss from 
this source Is not anything like fully 
realized by anyone who has not kept 
an accurate account of all his birds. 
In the experimental work with poul- 
try at the Maine station, a record of 
every bird is kept. 
In this way it has 
been possible to check up and f o r m 
an adequate estimate of the losses due 
to the creatures that prey upon poul- 
try, and, of necessity, a good deal of

attention 
has 
been 
devoted,^ to 
the 
problem of how these losses may be 
cut down. 


In the experience of the. above sta- 
tion the most destructive natural en- 
emy of poultry has been found to' be 
the crow. 
The depredations of 
the 
hawks are more spectacular perhaps, 
but in the long run far less destructive. 
A hawk will only visit a poultry yard 
occasionally, 
and especially if he is 
shot at once or twice will be wary 
about approaching it again. 
On the 
contrary the crow is a steady and per- 
sistent robber. 
He will continue his 


A GOOD RATION. 


A good ration for a horse that Is 
troubled with indigestion is mixed as 
follows: 
Ground oats, and corn, flve 
pounds each; four ounces of oil meal, 
two ounces of salt, a dessertsp^onfi^l 
of powdered gentian and a small tea- 
spoonful of dried sulphate of iron.

depredations just as long as it is phy- 
sically possible for him to do so. 
For 
a number of years crows killed 
and 
either 
carried 
away, 
or left 
behind 
partly eaten, a large number of chicks 
on the Maine Station plant. 
These 
losses were not by any means confined 
to the small chicks, but 
half-grown 
birds, each nearly equal in weight to 
the 
crow 
itself, were 
killed, 
partly 
eaten, left behind on the range. 
In a 
single year the crows destroyed some» 
thing over 5 00 chicks. 


Devices of all sorts were tried 
in 
order to stop these ravages. 
Various 
kinds of "scare-crows" were tried but 
with no effect whatever. 
Dead crows 
were hung up on stakes as a warning 
to their fellows, but instead of operat- 
ing 
as 
warnings, 
they 
appeared 
to 
serve as "invitations to the 
dance." 
Decoying-fhe birds was tried, but,with 
no substantial 
effect on vthe steady ' 
losses. 
Poisoning even was 
resorted 
to, but all to no avail. 
The losses con- 
tinuec\. almost constantly. 


Finally a plan was adoptéd 
which

for twine. 
The la,bor.of putting It up 
is compartively small.

feet and complete protection against 
both crows and. hawks.

Three Anti-Trust Bills Go 
Through House in Sweep- 


ing Fashion. 


PROGRESSIVES 
JOIN 


Washington, June 6.—The three bills 


which 
comprise 
tho 
administration's 


anti-trust program today awaited tho 
action of the senate. These three meas- 
ures are the Covingtmi interstate trade 
commission bill, the Clayton omnibus 
anti-trust bill and the Rayburn railroad 
capitalization bill. 
It was 
expected 


tlint tho senate would today refer tha 
measures for committee action. 


The senate interstate commerce com- 


mittee was expected to voto today on 
a pending motion by Senator Ponwronn. 
This motion is that the committee re- 
port immediately the trade commission 
bill and that nil other phases of pro- 
posal trust legislation bo postponed for 
further action of the committee. 
Sen- 


ator Pomcrcnc explained that his mo- 
tion docs not mean a curtailment of 
the anti-trust program, but is designed 
to bring before the senate for early con- 
sideration the only piece of legislation 
on which tho committee, has agreed. 


Democratic leaders in the house were 


jubilant today over the passage of the 
anti-trust bills. 


Opposition Melted Away. 


Opponition melted away 
when the 


final test camo and the, voting went 
through quickly and without incident. 
The Covington interstate trade, commis- 
sion bill was passed without a record 
tote; 1.1m Clayton omnibus nnti-trust 
measure received 275 vote to 04 against 
it and tho vote on tho Rayburvi railroad 
capitalization bill was 325 to 12. 


Kepresentative White, of Ohio, was 


the only democrat to voto against the 
Clayton bill, and all the progressives 
voted 
for it 
except 
Representative 


Chandler, of New York. 
Forty-three 


republicans 
and

The Clayton Bill 


The Clayton 
bill carries provisions 


designed to strengthen and support the 
Sherman law and other acts against 
monopolies and restraints of trade. The 
bill contains: 


Prohibitions against price discrimina- 


tion or arbitrary refusal to sell natural 
mineral products, and against tho en- 
forcement of conditional leases or con- 
tracts of sale under which lessees or 
purchasers agree not to deal in the pro- 
ducts of competitors of tho feller or 
lessor; a provision that decrees in suits 
brought by the government under the 
anti-trust law shall be final evidence in 
suits brought against the defendant by 
others, involving the anti-trust law; 
provisions 
against 
holding companies 


and interlocking directorates in concerns 
under the jurisdiction 
of the 
federal 


government; and provisions guarantee- 
ing labor and farmers' organizations 
their legal existence under the Sherman 
law, limiting the use of the injunction 
in labor disputes, and providing for jury 
trial in cases of indirect contempt of 
court. 


In addition, the bill clears up various 


jurisdiction*! questions and questions of 


proredure whirh have arisen in the ad- 
ministration of the anti-trust laws. 


What Labor Obtained. 


The provisions obtained by represen- 


tatives of organized labor are the cul- 
mination of a l°ug tight by labor to 
secure exemption under the 
Sherman 


law. 
They provide that nothing in the 


anti-trust laws shall be construed to 
"forbid the existence and operation" of 
labor and farmers' unions, and that such 
organizations and their members shall 
not bo construed or held to be "illegal 
combinations or conspiracies under the 
anti-trust laws." 


The restrictions placed about the is- 


suance of injunctions in the bill are 
close. 
It would provide that no "pre- 


liminary injunction shall be issued with- 
out notice to the opposing party/' and 
that no temporary 
restraining order 


shall be issued unless it shall appear 
from specific facts shown by affidavit 
that immediate and irreparable injury 
will result to property or a property 
right of 
the applicant before notice 


could he Herveil irr hearing had therenn. 
The bill prnvidcw that every injunction 
or restraining order must be specific in 
terms, thus outlawing 
the 
so-called 


"blanket injunction." 


Tn liilmr disputes injunctions would be 


forbidden by the bill "unh-ss necessary 
to prevent irreparable, injury to proper- 
ty or a property right." for which in- 
jury there is no adequate remedy at law. 
It would also forbid injunctions against 
striking, 
peaceful 
picketing, primary 


boycotts, the payment nf strike lienclHs. 
or thn peaceful assemblage .if strikers, 
and contains a provision legalizing such 
acts. 


Holding Companies Provision. 


The holding companies provision of 


tho act would prevent one company 
from acquiring any stock in another cor- 
poration "where the effect of such ac- 
quisition is to eliminate or substantially- 
.lessen competition between the corpora- 
tions, or to create monopoly." . 


Tho interlocking directorates prohibi- 


tion in tho bill is nn effort to reach all 
corporations, railroads and banks over 
which the federal government. lmn juris- 
diction. Among other things, it makes 
ineligible as national bank directors the 
directors of private and state banks in 
the same citv or town. 


The Rayburn Bill 


Close regulations and control of the 


stocks and bonds of railroads by the in- 
terstate commerce commission is pro- 
posed by the llayburn hill, amending 
the interstate commerce law. 
Tho bill 


makes it unlawful for any common car- 
rier to issue stocks, bonds, notes or oth- 
er evidence of indebtedness without the 
approval of the commission. 


The hill broadens the powers of the 


commission to require information from 
railroads and other common carriers and 
prescribes an elaborate system of re- 
ports. 


Before issuing stocks or bonds the 


hill would require railroads to file with 
th ccommission a certificate of notifica- 
tion, showing in detail the character nf 
the securities, the purposes for which 
they are to be issued, and the disposi- 
tion to be made of them. Such certifi- 
cates tho bill makes rnihlic record and 
open to inspection. The bill would give 
the commission wide authority for the 
examination of the books of railroads 
and would provide penalties for the con- 
cealing of information from the com- 
mission. 


Trade Commission Bill. 


The Covington 
trade 
commission 


would create a commission with broad 
inquisitorial powers over corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce. The bill 
would turn over to a commission of 
three members the power now held by 
thn bureau of corporations in the depart-

' Besides "Cavo Hueso," we had a 
Hotchkiss twelve-pounder and a. two- 
pounder. 
On the night of the 12th a 


strong parapet, with overhead cover and 
embrasures for two guns, was construct- 
ed at the principal position—ROD yards 
from the castle. I took command of tbe 
main battery and assigned the smaller 
one to Cox, who had Janney with him. 
while Jones, Latrobc, Joyce and Pennie 
were with me. 


When dawn came, on n. benutifiil but 


very hot day, our guns wtrc loaded anil 
pointed, and we Isat about, waiting fni 
orders. These came just after sunrise. 
and old "Cayo Hueso" with a crash sent 
a shell that made a beautiful burst on 
the identical spot at which it ha(l been 
aimed, on the side of the castle. 
We 


realized that now we had something of 
a gun. In a couple of seconds tin1 
Hotchkiss twelve-pounder let fiy an'l 
scored a hit; and then we heard, awav 
beyond the castle, the bark of the little 
gun stirring up the blockhouses. 
We 


sent in two more shells, both of them 
bursting against the stone wall without 
penetrating. 
The fuses were so sensi- 


tive that they burst before the full ef- 
fects of thjeir blows could be felt. 


At this time we saw a cloud of smoke 


puff from a porthole in the upper story 
of the castle and soon heard a rumble 
as of a train crossing a bridge, followed 
by the swish of a shell as it rushed past 
us so close that the blast of air was 
very perceptible. It was the Krupp's. 
shell. 
It missed the left end of the 


parapet about two feet and slashed 
through the tree growth behind us with 
a noise like a runaway team, cutting off 
branches and tearing up things gen- 
erally. 


We were on the point of concentrating 


tbe fire of both guns on the porthole, 
with the hope of disabling the Krupp. 
when our attention was called to flashes 
of light from the top of the fort, the 
heliograph undoubtedly sending news of 
the attack to Bayamo. 
The heliograph 


must be disabled first, nnd I took a care- 
ful sight with "Cayo Hueso." The shell 
cleared the top of the fort. 


The second shot bit the top of the 


fort in a perfect line, and the smoke of 
the explosion completely obscured the 
instrument and the men working it. We 
thought the job was done, but with 
superb 
nerve the operators stuck to 


their post, and the smoke of the explo- 
sion had barely drifted away when we 
again saw the little flashes. The next 
shell was a center shot, blowing roof, 
rnstrumcnt and men to pieces. But they 
had not died in vain. The news reached 
Bayorao. 


In the meantime the Krupp was send- 


ing in its compliments as fast as it 
could be loaded and fired. The shoot- 
ng was uncomfortably good, but we had 
:o ignore it for the time. 
One shell 


made a square hit on the parapet, but 
•xplodod without penetrating, dlsarrnng- 
ng the scenery quite a bit, however.

A Pitiable Scene in Fort Wayne. 


Many 
of the 
Miamis were 
brought 


through Fort Wayne on their way to 
Kansas. In the summer of lS4(i. snfl In- 
dians who had. been gathered at Peru by 
tho soldiers, and had been placed forcibly 
on cnnal boats, were brought through 
this city. 
While the crowd remained 


here a most disgusting scene was en 
n^ted. Conscienceless men, provided with 
large quantities of whisky, sold the stuff 
to the savages, and the last view of them 
as the boats departed for Cincinnati was 
one to shame the citizens of a supposed 
enlightened 
community. 
The 
boats 


conveyed the Indians into the Miami and 
Erie canal and then proceeded to Cin- 
cinnati, where steamers transported them 
to their new reservation. . 


Whisky and the Miamis, 


Tho almost complete disappearance of 
the once powerful Miami f,ril>e is one of 
thn pitiable, records of American his 
tory. 
In 1814, General William Henry 


Harrison, writing to tho secretary of 
state, said that the Minims were merely 
a "poor, drunken set, diminishing every 
year; becoming; too ln/y to hunt, they 
feel the advantage of their annuity.'" 
During the period of the canal building, 
thn Indians experienced little difficulty 
in securing whisky in exchange fcr their 
government allowance of money.

Then Prairie be- 
gan storming the city, and under her fire, 
and ours also, advanced into centre. 
Took their naval college and moat ail 
their important buildings.

But. queor to say, the 
citizens would not cense firing upon us.

Ncxv Hampshire from the naval training 
station. 


When Roderick also entered the navy 


he wished to be assigned to the same 
ship, but instead wns put on the Ala- 
bama. Mo applied for a trnnsfor, but no 
notice wns taken of his application, and 
his mother nlso wrote to the officers of 
the ship to ask that her two boyp might 
be on the same vessel.

The lust time I visited the Emerson 
sohooi in Gary the grate under a boiler 
of the heating plant had burned out. No 
class was switched out of its regular 
progress to stop and cnst a new grate, 
but the fireman made his requisition on 
the storekeeper and the grat? was in- 
stantly forthcoming. 


"They make their own chisels, hits, 


pianos, waste baskets, tin water pails, 
ventilators, crockery, 
curtains, 
paint 


their own school houses, plot rtieir own 
lawns, go to the woods hotanizing and\ 
bring hack loads of shrubs and trees with 
which to ornament the city parks and 
streets.

"Ordinary conventional studies which 


all think of when they sponk of educa- 
tion are covered in Gary schools.

der the conventional system.

One of our first moves was to clos» in 


oa the stone house. 
When my men 


reached it there was no one living there, 
nor "was there sign of a press or of 
money.

It wa^ explained, how- 
ever, by Comito in another portion of his 
confession. To quote him again:— 


"One day, about eleven o'clock in the

he carted it trway to a deserted house 
four milt's from lu's pluce. 


Now, Cecnla, acting under orders from 


Lupo nnd Morcllo, went secretly to the 
deserted house at night loaded tlie press 
and plates into n wagon and dumped 
them into a river or lake in the neigh- 
borhood. 


A few nights later aa Clnn. was pass- 


ing the house he left his horses in the 
road and peeked through the keyhole to 
see if the press was all right 
He 


started bock from the door. His hand 
flew to the pocket where he carried his 
revolver and he strained to see in the 
darkness. 
The proas nnd plates were 


gone. There was no d&ubt in his mind 
that Secret Service agents had discov- 
ered the place and removed the incrimi- 
nating evidence. 


To Ciua every shadow was a place of 


danger. 
Glancing warily about, his

ENOUGH OF THIS. 


About this time Giuseppe Fanaro, a 


Sicilian, arrived in New York. 


He wns a ginnt of a man, strong, 


pugnacious and cruel. 


Fanaro was one of those at whom the 


finger of suspicion pointed when the 
Black Hand uxiuiijen, realized thnt their 
most secret moves were known in ad- 
vance by the Secret Service. He knew 
this nnd knew what fate awaited him if 
he did not dispel the doubts of his loyalty. 
One night he was standing outside the 
saloon o£ Morcllo and Lupo."' Across the 
street stood three Italians, whom Fanato 
did not know, talking together. One of 
the Black Hand companions with Fanaro 
said to him:— 


•There ara three of the d 
carbonari 


(police)." 


Fnnaro said never a word. 
As hia 


companions walchcd him he took from 
his pocket a largo revolver. 
Three 


flashes in the ni«ht; three Icnden slugs 
flattened ngninst the brick wall of the 
building .opposite; the Italians escaped 
with their lives and Fanaro eluded the 
police, but the incident shows the des- 
perate straits of the society. 


Although it was npt known by the 


Black Handera Hint I had the evidence 
against their leaders, it wns known that 
the Secret Sf-rvice was drawing closer to 
the truth nnd that unless -co were foiled, 
even though the gang wns not broken up, 
it would be next to impossible to pass 
the money. 


Whilo wo were in the saloon picking 


up bits of information nnd waiting for 
somo of the men wo wcro looking for, 


word was brought to me through those 
underground" channels which work so 
rapidly and so unfailingly that Oina and 
Giglio had pronounced doom upon me. 
If I did not drop the case immediately, I 
was to be killed at once. 


Instantaneous action was necessary. 


Knowing that the operatives with mo 
were loynl nnd fearless, and knowing 
that the threats were not idle ones, we 
were forced to use strenuohs methods, 
for unless the strength behind the 
Secret Service was upheld little could 
ever be done with the gang. 


Without 
warning 
my men quickly 


locked the exits from the saloon. The 
proprietor was informed that the place 
was in charge of the Secret Service. The 
customers were told to line up against 
the wall with "hands np." 


As the hands were being rateed many 


of these Italians dropped stilettos, black- 
jacks, razors, pistols and other weapons 
on the floor at their feet. 
Each was 


searched and questioned, those not hav- 
ing weapons were driven into the street, 
patrol wagons were called and we bun- 
dled the rest off to Police Headquarters. 


I knew where Giglio and Cina were 


living. Indeed, it was part of our scheme 
to arrest them thnt night, prd, my men 
were watching them as well us all the 
other members of the band, and would 
have arrested them had they attempted 
to leave the city. 


We went directly to Cina's room. The 


door wns locked but we did not stop to 
knock. It was a flimsy affair and wo 
kicked it in. Oina and Giglio were 
armed to the teeth, but they showed yol- 
low and when we entered they were 
cowering in a corner, afraid, to use 
their weapons. They gave the best imi- 
tation of two men frightened almost to 
denth thnt we had ever seen.

to also have documentary evidence. One 
of the men who entered Morello's place 
with mo wns T. G. Gallagher, an opera- 
tive. When we entered the room where 
Mrs. Morello was nursing her baby Gal- 
legtoer's quick eye caught the woman 
nervously fingering some of the baby's 
clothing.

We wemt over the room inch by inch, 


finding many letters and other evidence 
which was valuable, but Gallegher never 
let the woman and the baby out of his 
sight When we were all through. I was 
ready to turn Mrs. Morello over to a po- 
Ike matron to have her searched for uny 
letters which might be hidden about her, 
but Gallcgber had another idea. 


"Wait a minute, Chief," he said.

number of letters of tlio greatest value 
to us in our case. Indeed,.they were tho 
most valuable documents found in the 
Morello flat. 


One letter, written In Italian, showed 


tho methods of the Black Hnnd nnd la 
illustrative of the audacity of the society. 


It was addressed to one-time Assistant 
District Attorney Oharlcs La Barbern at 
No. 31 Nassau street, New York city. 
Mr. La Barbera was a Frenchman nnd 
had been the attorney for Lupo. 
The 


band thought to frighten him into giving 
money and endeavored to intimidato'him 
so that he would fear to refuse to give 
his best efforts in Lopo's defence. The 
fawyer was naturally frightened nnd 
turned the letter over to the Secret 
Service. Here is a very literal transla- 
tion of the letter:— 


"Illustrious Mr. Lawyer:—We, the en- 


tire gang of the Black Hand, beg o£ you 
to remit to us .foO.OOO because we arc ro- 
ducon with our back to the wall, that we 
cannot live any more, neither with 
threatening letters, or failures, neither 
with robbery, &c, 


"Therefore, the money^you must con- 


sign to two persons with white handker- 
chiefs in their hands, who will present 
themselves during the itinerary that you 
must do and execute without giving word 
to Justice; because if you refuse you 
will be done up in pieces the same as the 
one in Che barrel of Eleventh street, or 
else you will meet the death of Petrosino 
at Palermo. 


"The street that vou must go through 


is this. 
Leave in a coach from your of- 


fice with only a valise with the money 
in It at half-past eight P. M., pursuing 
your way from your ot£ice to Elizabeth 
street at the corner of Prince street. Go 
down to Slacton street at tho station of 
the elevated railroad nnd follow the same 
street with the tracks to Thirteenth 
street. The horse must go slowly and tho 
driver sbou!d have a livery suit, very 
plain, and in the case of had weather 
ho will dross as lie likes, wearing on his 
legs, a white wool cover or n white robe 
nnd white gloves. During the drive there 
will present themselves two individuals, 
by you unknown, with nn excuse that 
they want to talk to you, showing a white 
handerchief each. 


"You 
must do nothing rise than con- 


sign tile said valise with $50,000 in it, 
and after this take your own road with- 
out fear, b*jt failing to respond to the 
present letter of our invitation you will 


meet death sure in any place. Therefore} 
the day that yon must bring the money is 
the tenth of December, at half-past eighK 
P. M. You must leave your office Fri- 
day night of this week."

^ There was no signature to the letter^ 
but it was mailed at the sub-post officd 
in the drug store of Don Gaspare, wbera 
most of the letters of the Lupo Morella 
gang were posted.-

Those unacquainted with Black Hand 


methods may be surprised to know how; 
these incriminating letters come to M 
found in the possession of members o( 
the society when they are arrested. This 
is the reason:— 
, 


Morcllo' or Lupo always knows toi 


whom blackmailing letters are sent If 
the recipient of such a letter is not no- 
quninted with one of the leaders of th« 
society some man in the confidence ofl 
Morello is seat to scrape an acquaint- 
ance with him. Sooner or later the sutw 
ject of blackmailing letters is brought 
up. Under the clever guidance of the 
Black Handcr the man who has received 
the letter is lee' to pour the story of his 
trouble into a seemingly sympathetic ear. 
The Black Hand scout is immediately all 
attention and -helpfulness. 


"Ah, tny friend," he says, "tbis is in- 


deed trouble. But'I believe tbat I can 
help you. 
A friend of mine, while him- 


self an honorable nnd upright gentle- 
man, knows and has influence with many 
malefactors from his native country. I 
will introduce yon to him, and as you 
are n friend of mine he will assist yon." 


The victim of the plot is then intro- 


duced to Morcllo or Lupo. 
, 


"Hare no fear,"' says Morello—if It U 


he. "I know the methods of these low 
criminals. Sad it is that I must admit 
them to be countrymen of mine. But 
they do not kill for the sake of murder 
nor without due ceremony. Their main 
purpose is to get the money. 
So lone 


as there is a chance of that they will let 
you live. But give me the letter nnd I 
will see what I can do." 


In this way the leaders' of the Black 


Hand gain the confidence and gratituda 
of the prospective victim, and them- 
selves keep in the background so far a« 
the actual blackmailing work goes. They 
also recnin possession of the letter after 
it hns had its desired effect, thus ranking 
it iidfiossiblc for the victim to turn tha 
document over to the police and to trace 
the writer. 


News travels like wildfire In the undef 


world. 
No sooner had we entered the 


house of Morcllo, in East 106th street, 
than every member of the counterfeiting 
band in the neighborhood seemed to heat 
of it and nil did their host to get away. 
The Secret Service hnd men posted 
throughout the city watching the move- 
ments of all those we wished to arrest 
On the other hand, the counterfeiters 
hnd scouts placed In every street where 
Hie lenders or those known to be under 
suspicion lived, nnd one of the first to 
be informed of the arrests by n scout watf' 
"Nick" Tcrrnnovn, a half-brother of Mo- 
rcllo. 


Terrnnovn wns n man of action. Ha 


hurried into his clothes and ran to 
Milonc's grocery store, in Bast Ninety- 
seventh street, to inform nny of the gang 
who might be there that Giuseppe waa 
arrested. Immediately the machiriSry of 
fhc society would be set in motion to 
work for his release, by fair means or 
foul. 


When "Nick" Terranova rushed ex- 


citedly into the grocery store he fairly 
bounded into the arms of Secret Service 
men, who were waiting there to pick up 
any of the gang who might happen along 
exactly as "Nick" did. His companions 
whom he had expected to find there wera 
'already under arrest at Police Head- 
quarters. 


"You arc under nrrcst," said one of tha 


men, ns Tcrranovn entered. 


The men stopp'ed in his tracks as though 


he had come agninsc a etone wall. His 
tongue protruded and his eyes rolled 
in a senseless manner. He stared at the 
men in the store almost as though, he 
were looking through thorn. 


They addressed him in English and ha 


acted as though he had not heard them. 
One of the men spoke Italian, but Ter- 
ranova paid no attention to his questions. 
Suddenly he began to babble childishly, 
talking disconnectedly of things which 
had nothing to do with the situation. 


He was playing the partof an imbecile, 


and he did it well. But he did not fool 
the Secret Service men and he was hur- 
ried off to Police Headquarters, whera 
he proved about as^arrulous as a clam. 


Lupo had a flourishing wholesale and 


retail grocery 'business in Hoboken, N. J., 
and felt secure from any interference of 
the law. 
He moved with his family to 


Bath Beach for the summer, and had the 
piano which be hnd recently purchased 
sent to the house where he wns living. I 
learned from the agent from whom he 
had bought the instrument where it h»« 
gone and immediately went to work to 
arrest Lupo. 


One Sunday morning several of my 


men and myself saw Lupo walking on 
the street and approaching him suddenly 
we 'arrested him. Ho protested vehe- 
mently that we had no right to touch him, 
but 
finding that would not help he 


quietly offered oue o£ the men $150 to fii 
it so thnt he could make his escape. 


Lupo was taken to tlio house where hi* 


family were stopping nnd the place wa» 
searched for evidence, lAit none had been 
brought from their home in Hoboken. 
Lupo, angry and defiant, was locked up 
and tho leaders of" the Black Hand in 
America were nt last in the toils. 


The wives of Lupo and Morello are 


sisters, and the families are now living 
together in New York, while their hus- 
bands are serving their prison terms. 
The women arc engaged in the manu- 
facture of willow plumo*.

Many experienced tourists lutve the 


most positive ideas as to the crossing. 
They know what room they want and 
they are unwilling to take any other, and 
are equally convinced that no other place 
in the entire steamship will suit them. 


It isn't a matter of better or worse, 


either. 
If they pick out a room they 


want it even if there are ever so many 
better ones to be had for the same 
money. 


A great many passengers write, to a 


steamship company for the same room 
Unit they had seven or eight years be- 
fore. All rooms look alike to the steam- 
ship company, except, that some are lo- 
cated more advantageously and cost riioro 
money. Knt it is jiot so with the pass- 
engers. There are many reasons in addi- 
tion to cost nnd location which make 
them prefer, one room to another. 


When the interior of a ship has been, 


remodelled so that the numbers are 
shifted about, the loyal passengers are 
often deeply disappointed.

"bottle children," it is necessary to put 
water in the cow's milk, both lo lessen 
the amount, of cheesy matter and lo break 
up iho curd into smaller particles so that 
the child may digest .the. milk more 
easily. Kememlivr, baby hah one stomach 
to digest the littlu curds of its mother's 
milk, a calf 1ms four stomachs to digest 
tho big curds of cow's milk. When the 
milk is thu» diluted, a quantity of cream 
and sugar which it naturally contains is 
lessoned, and therefore an 
amount of 


cream and sugar should be added to maJce 
up this deficiency. 


Keep the Mflk Sweet. . 


The reason for diluting cow's milk hav- 


ing been explained, it is now necessary 
to show ( I ) how food should be prepared, 
(2) how it shall be fed, mid (.'!) how the 
milk, bottles and nipples shall he kept 
clean, eo that the child shall have a pure 
clean, easily digestible food suited to it; 
wants and its particular age. 


To keep milk BWeet, get it from a milk- 


man whoso cart, cans and horso look 
clean. 
If you know -where his cows are 


kept, look at the cows and look at his 
stable, and seo if they are clean. Or ap- 
)ly to the health bureau for information 
concerning your milkman. Get your milk 
n a pail, with a cover, that you keep for 
the purpose.

To Prepare Food. 


Have two oin-quart bottles and two 


rubber corks, one for use every other 
day, or a covered pail or saucepan. Wash 
the bottle, to be used in nal soda water 
— a teaspoonful of sal soda dissolved in 
wator-—with a long-handled brush, and 
rinso well in hot water two or three 
times. 


Milk, water and sugar, with the. addi- 


tion of cream when advised by physician 
or nurse, should bo put into tho milk 
pail, or wuicepnn. brought just to a boil, 
put into the clea.ii, rinsed quart bottle 
or if pail has cover, leave in the covered 
pail; allowed to cool, corked with a rub- 
ber cork and set away in a cool plac*; 
or the milk may be put into the nursing 
bottles and these put directly on ice 
This food should be prepared fresh everv 
day.

food left over should bo 


thrown away. 


To Clean Bottles. 


To feed babies from a bottle, have at 


least two bottles. Use. round bottles with 
round bottoms, they are more 
easily 


cleaned. To clean the bottles, get a win 
brush, first rinse the bottles well with 
cold water, then put in the bottles a lit- 
tle washing 'soda and hot water, scrub 
well and rinse with water several times; 
then put the bottles in n, pan with hot 
water and boil for five minutes, .then fill 
the bottle with water, add a littlo piece 
of washing soda the size of a pea, and 
let this water stand in the bottle, until 
ready to use the hottlo for 
feedin.2. 


Never let the bottle stajid with milk in 
it. Never use a bottle with a long rub- 
ber tube. 


Nipples. 


Have at least two nipples. When the 


child is done feeding and when the hot 
tin is being washed, turn the nipple in- 
side out, wash it in^ soda water, boil it 
and keep it in soda water until ready 
for use. 


Be sure the baby docs not get the food 


too fast; if it does it will make it 
vomit.

sweat, and tho baby is very apt to take 
cold. Therefore, such beds are not good 
bed* upon which to put babies.

at any furniture store or factory for a

BATHING. 


A baby should be bathed every morn- 


ing regularly at a certain hour, in water 
one or two degrees warmer than it. own 
body. If you have no thermometer, test 
the water by putting your face, into it 
Never test it by the arm or hand. It is 
better to put the child in the bathtub or 
washtub. 
If the. water is neither too 


cold nor too warm, the child will always 
enjoy its bath. The reason why children 
sometimes do not like a bath is because 
they have been put into it when the 
water is too hot or too cold. Children's 
skins arc very 
sensitive. 
In 
warm 


•weather a h»th may he given in th 
evening as well as in the morning. 


RULES FOR SICK CHILDREN. 


If a child becomes sick in hot weather, 


takn off all its clothes except tho diaper, 
and put on a night dress. If its skin is 
hot, wipe it all over with cool water sev- 
eral times and do not wipe it dry; lot 


ft water evaporate and thus carry off 
th 
some of tho fever. Give it all the" cool 
water it will drink. 


If it vomits, and this it usually does, 


do not give, it any food; give it"water. 
Do not give it any medicine, but put 
some lime water in a glass and give it a 
tenspoonful every hour until the phy- 
sician comes. 
If it should have n. con- 


vulsion, put it in a warm bath and pour 
cool wVtcr on its head; but do not do 
this if it should have, a convulsion di- 
rectly after a meal. Nothing but hnrm 
can be done by giving the child cordials 
or teas, or anything to stop it from 
vomiting or to stop its diarrhoea. 
A 


child vomits and has diarrhoea because 
something, cither some sour or dirty 
milk, or some food that it can not digest, 
has pot into its stomach, and it vomits 
and has diarrhoea because it is trying 
to get rid of tho food that is making 
it sick.

A Cabbage Pest. 


The white cabbage butterfly -which 


came to us from Europe about fifty 
years ago. Is now one of our common- 
est butterflies, and may be seen flitting 
about everywhere from early spring 
until late fall. It Is one of the worst 


White Cabbage Butterflies. 


pests that the cabbage grower has to 
contend 
with unless measures 


taken to prevent Us ravages, ar>d 
plly this IB a matter of no gre 
culty. The butterfly lays her 
the leaves of the food-plant: 
pillars are velvety green and almost 
exactly the color of the leaves upon 
which they are feeding; when nt rest 
they lie at length upon the midrib and 
are not easily seen. 
Thero are two 


broods In the year, the latter being 
much the more numerous, and eome- 
tlmes a' third brood. If tho autumn 
should be fine and warm. The cater- 
plllars rlddlo the outer leaves and then 
burrow Into the heads, devouring tho 
substance and spoiling the plant for 
table use by their excrement. Besides 
cabbages and cauliflowers they also 
attack mignonette and nasturtiums. 


Pyrenthum powder Is thoroughly ef- 


fective. 
One pound should be mixed 


with four pounds of cheap flour and 
kept In an alr-tlght Jar or canister for 
24 hours so the poison may be thor- 
oughly Incorporated -with the flour. 
The plants Infested should be dusted 
with the mixture with a small bellows 
or In a cheesecloth bag tapped lightly 
with a slender rod. This powder will 
kill Insects but Is harmless to human 
beings. Pyrenthnm powder—2 ounces 
—dissolved In three gallons of luke- 
warm water used as a spray, will kill 
.all the caterpillars It reaches at once. 
Paris irreen and other virulent polnons 
should n"\"«r be applied to cabbages 
and vegetables of any kind that are 
intended for table use.

distributed of household pests Is the 
common fly. 
This Insert, which has 


been given but little consideration u n t i l 
recently now attracts wide atrentiim 
on account of tho fart that It Is a con- 
veyor of all sorts of diseases. 
Besides 


carrying germs of typhoid fovur. 
dys- 


entery, cholera, and numerous other 
dreaded Clse.ises, It Is possible that it 
may 
also 
carry 
smallpox, 
leprosy, 


plague, erysipelas, and other germs. 


The best fly preventive Is to prevent 


fly breeding- 
The scco i best Is to 


keep things so clean as t*. prevent fly 
feeding. 
The third best thing 's '" 


defend oneself against the- flies that 
have come. 
Sometimes It will Ijo 
pos- 


sible to screen them away. This works 
well enoujd^pv'ith dwellings. 
The few 


Btieky fly paper has some advan- 


tages and some disadvantages.

ficiently. 
Animals get thin and milk

F. C. BIshopp. of the United States 


bureau of entomology, tells us that the 
stable fly breeds largely In straw. Old 
strawstacks In the fields are the worst 
offenders. 
Hishopp's advice Is to burn 


these, stacks or else to spread the^straw. 
and plow It In deep. When a heavy 
rain falls on freshly thrashed straw 
conditions for fly breeding are at their 
worst. 
Manure containing straw Is 


another breeding place of Importance. 


To keep the flies off. BIshopp advises 


a mixture of llnh oil (one gallon), oil 
of pine tar (two ounces), oil of penny- 
royal 
(two ounces), and 
kerosene 
(one-half a pint). 


The fish-oil mixture. If faithfully ap- 


plied, wll! servo as a repollant against 
flics as long as It retains Its effective- 
ness. 


Good Stock Necessary For Good Profits 


In order to get the best result* In 


poultry raising, or In fact, In any lino 
of live stock work. It Is necessary' to 
have good stock to work with. This 
is as tme of farm poultry kept for the 
production of rgg» and meat as of tho 
fanciers' fowls raised largely for exhi- 
bition purposes. Tho only difference 
Is that the fowls arc measured by a 
different standard. 
No matter what 


the stock Is kept for. It should ho tho 
best obtainable for tho use to which It 
Is to bo put 


What we keep poultry for. what 


condition wo have to keep the flock 
under, or our personal likes and dis- 
likes, make some difference In tho var- 
iety we select, but there are some 
points which should bo kept In mind 
no matter what variety is selected or 
what use Is made of them. No mat- 
ter what special branch of poultry 
keeping Is engaged in. it Is necessary 
to have strong, vigorous fowU if the 
best results are to be obtained. Tho 
weakling, no matter how good It may 
be In some other respect, should never 
have a place In the breeding pen. 


In selecting a male to head the flock. 


the first consideration should be vigor. 
He should be courageous, always will- 
ing to fight for and defend his mates, 
actlve and hustling, and should have 
a strong crow. The hen should be 
active and busy, early off the roost In 
the morning, late In going in at night, 
always on tho move hunting for food- 


The farmer wants a fowl that Is ac- 


tive enough to forage for a good part 
Of Its living. A large part of the pro- 
fit which comes from farm poultry Is 
made out of ?he waste products which 
the fowls find for themselves. Fowls 
are naturally gleaners and scanven- 
gers, and while some may object to 
this latter term it Is a fact that in 
many places they are kept to utilizo 
waste products. 
On tho farm under 


the best management this would con- 
sist of grass, grain wasted in harvest- 
ing and Insect life of different kinds 
found In the field. In other cases tho 
hens torage In the stable barn yard, and 
manure shed. 'Many people, keeping 
a few fowls In a small lot, add greatly 
to the profit derived from them by 
utilizing the waste from the house. A 
large part of the ordinary kitchen 
waste can be used to .good advantage 


for feeding fowls If It Is kept In good 
condition and 
nothing put with It 


\vhich would bo Injurious, nuch as tea 
leaves, coffin grounds, or soapy water. 


The farm fowls In many cawefl ralso 


their own young, and this eliminates 
th« egg breads such as Leghorns or 
Mlnorcan, which do not as a. rule., be- 
come broody. If. hoxvever. Incubators 
are. used and eggn arn tho principal 
product wanted, especially If there Is a 
preference,

tion. - For tho averncQ farm, where 
both eggs and market chickens are 
wanted, onft of tho general purpose

wants fowls that can be kopt in small

uarters and stand confinement well, 
he Leghorns, being light, active birds, 


are hard to keep In small yards, and 
high fences are necessary. 
On ac- 


count of their active, nervous disposi- 
tion they do not do as well under these 
conditions as where they have abun- 
dant range and the benefit derived 
from their good foraging qualities Is 
lost.

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


The needs of each farming commu- 


nity and how they may be supplied 
have not been overcome or solved In 
very many places because of the lack 
^of leadership. 
Someone who has the 


training and who can give his entire 
time to tho work of assisting In the 
development of a better agricultural 
and country life Is needed In every 
county of the United States. It has 
been suggested by some, that every 
graduate of a state ag'rlcultural col- 
lege should consider himself respon- 
sible for the social and agricultural 
conditions of his neighborhood and 
to work for Its upbuilding. 


When things go wrong, tho flrst Idea 


of everybody Is to find someone to 
blame for it 


By the eradication of the cattle tlcki 


tho use-of good, pure bred beef bulls, 
tho improvement of .the pasture lands, 
and a closer study of the, cattle busi- 
ness, the south will develop Into a 
great cattlo raising section, and should 
contribute largely to tho supply of 
meat In the next two decades. In no 
case should high-priced, high-bred 
stock ho brought from tick-free terri- 
tory until tho farm upon which they 
are to be kept has been rid of ticks. 


Before turning the cowa out on the 


new grass fill them up with hay. Then 
they will not. bo greedy for the grass 
nnd will not cat enough to Injure 
thorn. 


A head louso on a chick is easy to 


flnd but It takes a sharp oyo to locate 
the mites. Keep after them. 


Tho stall floor In the horse- stable 


should be level. Inclined planes are In- 
jurious. Tho horse is forced to'stand 
Jn a cramped position and If continued 
through a number of years generally 
becomes permanently disabled. 
In- 


clined floors are usually constructed to 
afford drainage, but it Is much better 
to supply enough bedding to absorb 
all liquids than to havo them seep 
away and ferment, later to aggravate 
the horses' eyes and nosa by pungent 
ammonia fumes. 
Nine feet by 4H or 


6 Is about the proper rlze for stalls for 
the working horses. 
Stalls should 


never be six feet wide for then tho 
horses may turn and there Is danger 
of casting.

Asparagus Rust. 


By C. J. Bethiinci. 


Asparagus rust ts a very common 


disease and is familiar to every grower 
of this vegetable. 
It has three dis- 


tinct stages. The first is known as the 


In centt-r, stem showing spare clus- 
ters: No. 2, cluster-cup form; No. 3, 
spores from rliister-cnp; No. 4, sum- 
mer stage spores; No. 5, resting or 
winter spores. 


"cluster-cup" stage or the spring form. 
In this stage the spares are produced 
In cup-shaped pustules, which are 
grouped in oval clusters and 
are 


orange 
yellow when mature. Tals 


stage Is seldom noticed by asparagus 
growers. 


The second or summer stage is the 


one usually first noticed by the grow- 
ers, and called by them "red-rust" on 
account of the 
elongated reddish- 


brown pustules which are seen break- 
ing through the skin of the stem. 
In 


these 
pustules 
reddish, 
one-celled 


spores are produced, known as uredo- 
spores. 
It is the summer or "red- 


rust" stage that the disease spreads- 
most rapidly and appears to do the 
greatest amount of harm. 


Towards fall, or whenever th-> vital- 


ity of the asparagus plants is reduced, 
the thiro" and-final stage, known as the 
"black rust" or winter stago appears, 
due to the fact that the red spores in 
the pustules are replaced by dark- 
brown, two-celled, thick-walled spores. 
These germinate in the spring and pro- 
duce the first stage again. 


Rust may be. largely controlled by 


spraying 
with resin-Bordeaux from 


July to September, at Intervals of ten 
days or two vsfreeks. This Is a difficult 
and rather costly undertaking and will 
hardly pay except on large areas. 
Dusting with flowers of sulphur has 
given good results. Cutting and burn- 
Ing all tho diseased stems will help 
to keep tho rust in check. Rust re- 
sistant varieties should bo planted. 


One good point In fftvor of the sep- 


arator Is its ability to get practically 
all the cream of tho milk which no 
other system of creaming does so 
thoroughly: then the separator takes 
the cream from new milk before dis- 
agreeable or Injurious odors or taints 
have become present.

The modern poultry house usually 


depends upon ventilation to prevent 
it from becoming uncomfortable from 
excessive humidity, which is an ex- 
ceedingly difficult thing to do during 
a prolonged period of damp weather. 
Litter Is usually of such material that 
It absorbs water readily and at such 
times as mentioned above becomes In- 
tolerably damp. Because of tho fowls' 
closo and constant contact, damp litter 
causes more colds and cases of roup 
than extremely low temperatures, and 
Is on that account most damaging to 
the health of the fowls which can en- 
dure dirty Utter almost to tho point of 
fllthlness with loss harmful 'effect 


Remove the damp litter at once 


even though it has Just been put in. 
No litter at all would be better than 
damp litter. 
Occasionally, one must 


expect to flnd the weather against him. 
Even poultrymen cannot expect to 
find It all sunshine. Make the best of 
It and supply new and dry litter at a 
trifling cost rather taan sustain big 
losses In fowls or egg-production— 
probably both.—A. C. Smith.

nog Cholera 


Hog cholnra Is caused by a germ 


that exists In tho blood. It Is ,on or- 
ganism Apparently so small that the 
most powerful microscopes do not 
show It. However, It Is easy to demon- 
strate Its presence by Inoculating a 
small part of the blood from a nick 
hog Into a well one. which produces 
the hog cholera. 


Hog cholera Is a disease which 


seems to bo stopped to a degree by 


frosts of winter, although frost 
the 
cannot bo'said to stop a caso after It 
has taken hold of Its victim. 
How- 


ever, It seems to prevent the rapid 
spread of tho disease.. The result Is 
that in spring time the affection is as a 
rule at the lowest ebb but Increases 
rapidly from that time until fall.' 


Hog cholera does not seem to affect 


any particular breed of hogs more 
than another, a»d while (fenerally the 
careless farmer Is more apt to have 
the disease among his hogs than the 
careful one, the disease sometime* 
occurs where the conditions are sani- 
tary. It Is hoped that the work of 
exterminating cholera may be extend- 
ed gradually until the disease Is com- 
pletely controlled or eliminated. The 
fact- that hog cholera is carried not 
only by tho hogs themselves, but by 
birds, dogs, streams and even on the 
feef of men going from one farm to 
another shows how necessary It Is that 
the campaign now being carried on 
In many parts of the country be 
thorough and that farmers exert their 
best efforts to assist In the work. 


THAT PEST — THE 
COCKROACH. 


One of the chief difficulties that tho 


poultryman has to contend with Is the 
continued loss of chicks, and some- 
times even of nearly full-grow birds, 
as a coscquence of the depredations of 
natural enemies. 
It Is safe to say 


thnt the magnitude of th« loss from 
this source is not anything like fully 
realized by anyone who has not kept 
an accurate, account of all his birds. 
In tho experimental work with poul- 
try at the Malno station, a record of 
every bird Is kept. In this way It has 
been possible to check up and form 
an adequate estimate of the losses duo 
to the creatures that prey upon poul- 
try, and, of necessity, a good deal of

attention has been devoted to the 
problem of how these losses may be 
cut down. 


In the experience of the above sta- 


tion the most destructive natural en- 
emy of poultry has been found to he 
the crow. 
The depredations of the 


hawks are more spectacular perhaps, 
but In The lone run far less destructive. 
A hawk will only visit a poultry yard 
occasionally, and especially if he la 
shot at once or twice will be wary 
about approaching It again. 
On the 


contrary the crow is a steady and per- 
sistent robber. 
He will continue his 


That this pest has long been known 


In this country is evident from the fol- 
lowing description written In 1748 in 
Catersby's Natural History of Caro- 
lina: 


The Cockroach.—These are very 


troublesome and destructive vermin, 
and are so numerous and voracious 
that it is Impossible to keep victuals 
of any kind from being devoured by 
them without close covering. 
They 


are flat, and so thin that few chests 
or boxes can exclude them. They eat 
not only leather, parchment, 
and 


woolen, but linen and paper. 
They 


disappear In winter and appear most 
numerous In the hottest days In sum- 
mer. It Is at night they commit their 
depredations, and bite people in their 
beds, especially children's fingers that 
are greasy.

pld all the winter. Some have wings'with a small quantity of this ration 


for each meal and Increases it grad- 


deprcdatlons Just as long as It Is phy- 
sically possible for htm to do so. For 
a number of years crows killed and 
either carried away, or left behind 
partly eaten, a large number of chicks 
on the Maine Station plant. 
These 


losses were not by any means confined 
to the small chicks, but half-grown 
birds, each nearly equal in weight to 
the crow Itself, were killed, partly 
eaten, left beblnd on tho range. In a 
single year the crows destroyed some- 
thing over BOO chicks. 


Devices of all sorts were''tried In 


order to stop these ravages. Various 
kinds of "scare-crows" were tried but 
with no effect whatever. 
Dead crows 


were hung up on stakes as a warning 
to their fellows, but Instead of operat- 
ing as warnings, they appeared to 
serve as "invitations to the dance." 
Decoying the birds was tried, but with, 
no substantial effect on the steady 
osses. . Poisoning even was resorted 
to, but all to no avail. The losses con- 
tinued almost constantly. 


Finally a plan was adopted which 


Is perfectly safe and sure In its opera- 
tion. It 
consists simply in running 


strands of binder twine about two feet 
apart over the whole of the poultry 
range occupied by the young birds, 
until they reach such size that they 
are able to take care of themselves. 
These strings are run over the tops of 
the brooder houses, and on supports 
made by cross strands of either wire 
or two or three strings of binder twine 
twisted together. These cross strands 
are held up where necessary by posts. 
The whole network! of strings thus 
formed Is put at such height that the 
attendants In working about the yard 
will not hit the strings when standing 
upright. 
The area covered In with 


strings in this way at the Maine Sta- 
tion poultry plant Is usually about 
three acres per year. The expense of 
covering this area is from $15 to $20 
for twine. The labor of putting It up 
is compartively small. It forms a per- 
fect and complete protection agralnsl 
both crows and hawks. 


A GOOD RATION.

My experiences jive some idea of the 


possibility of an arm? properly clad 
for deadly ambuscades. An invisible foe 
wears on the nerves of his enemy. The 
moral effect of my devices would there- 
fore be immeasurable.
